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NTRODUCTION. 


The  history  of  the  Kolb  family  in  America  has  hitherto 
been  unpreserved  save  by  personal  recollection  transmitted 
from  generation  to  generation  and  by  such  information  as  may 
be  found  in  family  Bibles,  church  archives,  public  records,  etc., 
and  was  fast  being  lost  to  the  world.  The  want  of  some  ac- 
curate, complete,  enduring  record  of  this  old  and  numerous 
stock  has,  therefore,  long  been  felt  and  the  undersigned, 
among  other  descendants  of  the  blood,  finally  suggested  the 
compilation  and  publication  of  a  formal  history  of  the  family. 
The  collection  of  the  information  it  was  at  once  apparent 
would  prove  a  gigantic  undertaking  and  ought  to  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  one  peculiarly  fitted  for  that  kind  of  work. 
As  a  person  thus  fitted  it  was  decided  to  give  the  matter  under 
the  care  of  Mr.  Samuel  K.  Cassel,  of  Blooming  Glen,  Bucks 
county,  Pa.,  now  deceased.  After  his  health  was  failing  he 
handed  all  papers  and  books  over  to  the  author  to  complete 
it,  who  kindly  consented.  The  work  was  at  once  taken  up 
again.  Descendants  were  hunted  up,  grandfathers  and  grand- 
mothers interviewed,  family  Bibles  and  old  documents  rum- 
maged, public  records  searched,  hundreds  of  letters  written, 
years  of  labor  bestowed  ;  and  at  last  the  information  attainable 
is  about  all  attained,  the  work  goes  to  press,  and  to-day  we 
present  to  posterity  and  to  the  world  the  fruit  of  our  labors. 
We  present  the  history  of  a  family  whose  settlement  in  this 
country  dates  way  back  beyond  the  Revolution,  even  to  the 
year  1707,  whose  descendants  have  spread  not  only  over 
every  section  of  this  broad  land,  but  over  Canada  as  well,  and 
whose  number  has  already  grown  into  thousands.  We  pre- 
sent the  history  of  a  plain,  sturdy,  country  folk  ;  of  an  indus- 
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trious,  thrifty,  upright,  Christian  people.  We  present  the  his- 
tory of  an  ancestry  whereof  we  are  justly  proud  and  whom 
we  ever  delight  to  honor.  We  present  the  history  of  a  people 
whose  memory  posterity  may  cherish  to  endless  day  and 
whose  virtues  the  world  may  well  emulate.  Up  to  the  present 
generation  the  family  produced  but  few  professional  men.  It 
was  a  people  of  peace  and  quiet.  It  was  a  line  of  unassuming, 
conscientious  sons  of  toil.  Most  of  them  were  farmers  ;  a 
few  of  them  adopted  some  other  manual  pursuits.  But  the 
generation  of  to-day  is  not  confined  to  the  workshop  and  the 
farm.  It  graces  every  walk  in  life.  It  is  represented  in  every 
profession.  It  has  won  high  honors  among  men.  It  has  made 
its  mark  in  business,  in  the  school-room,  in  journalism,  in 
medicine,  at  the  bar,  in  the  army,  on  the  platform  and  in  the 
pulpit.  God  speed  the  new  departure.  May  the  Kolb  de- 
scendants freely  enter  the  pursuit  for  which  their  tastes  and 
capabilities  may  fit  them  ;  may  they  keep  pace  with  the  car  of 
progress  ;  may  they  aspire  to  every  thing  that  is  worthy  and 
honorable  ;  but  may  they  never  forsake  the  virtues  of  the 
fathers  and  bring  shame  upon  an  honored  name.  May  they 
so  live  that  the  very  name  shall  be  a  passport  to  respect,  con- 
fidence, preferment.  Every  man  every  hour  of  his  life,  whether 
consciously  or  unconsciously,  is  making  hi.story,  and  that 
history  either  is  to  his  credit  or  it  is  not.  May  the  Kulp  pos- 
terity ever  bear  this  truth  in  their  hearts  and  so  live  that  the 
history  of  the  future  shall  be  to  them  an  honor  and  a  blessing. 
Hoping  all  honor  will  be  given  to  the  Lord,  the  genealogy 
is  now  respectfully  submitted  to  the  public.

PREFACE. 

The  object  of  the  following  genealogy  is  to  preserve 
from  oblivion  the  more  remote  history  of  the  pioneer  ances- 
tors of  the  Kolb  family,  and  to  place  upon  record  the  names 
and  biographies  of  their  descendants,  from  father  to  son,  down 
to  the  present  time  and  generation.  For  many  years  the 
author  of  this  work  felt  a  desire  to  know  more  about  his  an- 
cestry, and  the  particulars  connected  with  his  progenitors  and 
their  descendants  than  the  meager  legends  and  traditions 
related  to  him  by  individual  members  of  his  own  family. 

Consequently  during  the  last  few  years  he  collected  such 
facts  and  data  as  were  accessible.  It  was  the  original  inten- 
tion to  prepare  a  history  of  his  own  branch  of  the  family  only, 
but  having  been  deeply  interested  in  the  work  himself,  he 
also  naturally  awakened  a  like  interest  in  individuals  of  the 
other  branches  ;  it  was  then  decided  to  make  the  history  a 
general  one  by  collecting  and  introducing  all  facts  that  could 
be  so  arranged  without  making  the  work  too  expensive  and 
voluminous.  The  actual  work,  however,  of  compiling  this 
history  was  not  begun  until  about  A.  D.  1879.  The  task,  an 
arduous  one,  was  undertaken  none  too  soon. 

It  should  have  been  begun  years  ago,  while  there  were 
yet  living  those  of  the  third  generation,  who  could  have  given 
more  satisfactory  information  of  the  early  ancestors  that  would 
be  of  great  interest  and  value  to  the  work,  but  which  with 
their  demise  is  forever  lest.  Already  the  ancestral  thread  was 
lost  to  many  who  were  unable  to  trace  their  lineage  farther 
than  to  the  grandfather  or  were  totally  unaware  of  the  fact 
that  they  were  in  any  way  connected  with  the  Kolb  family. 

Had  the  author  been  aware  of  the  gigantic  proportions 
the  work  would  assume  in  tracing  the  branches  and  where- 
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abouts  of  many  of  the  descendants  and  collecting  the  neces- 
sary information  it  is  more  than  probable  the  work  would 
never  have  been  undertaken.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the 
records  are  not  more  complete  in  many  of  the  branches. 
Owing  to  a  lack  of  interest  in  the  matter  some,  for  reasons 
best  known  to  themselves,  failed  to  respond  to  inquiries  for 
information  concerning  their  respective  families,  thereby  caus- 
ing these  defects. 

The  work  has  been  prepared  at  a  greater  sacrifice  of  time 
than  was  anticipated.  Had  all  promptly  responded  to  com- 
munications the  work  would  have  been  far  easier.  The  writer 
is  far  from  satisfied  with  the  result  of  the  work.  He  is  aware 
that  imperfections  exist,  but  pleads  in  extenuation  of  the  fact 
that  the  difficulties  were  insurmountable. 

The  author  acknowledges  himself  indebted  to  the  many 
friends  for  kind  favors  received  during  the  compilation  of  this 
work,  and  while  we  express  our  sincere  gratitude  to  all  who 
in  any  way  aided  us  we  especially  acknowledge  our  indebted- 
ness to  those  who  have  very  materially  aided  us.  They  are 
as  follows  :  George  Brubaker  Kulp,  attorney-at-law,  Wilkes- 
barre,  Luzerne  county,  Pa. ;  Samuel  K.  Cassel,  of  Blooming

1.  The  arrangement  of  this  work  is  selected  from  the 
best  arranged  family  records  found  in  the  Pennsylvania  His- 
torical Society  among  about  six  hundred  copies  and  is  ap- 
proved by  many  historians. 

2.  The  volume  commences  with  an  introduction  and  all 
necessary  preliminary  matter. 

3.  Genealogy  commences  with  Dielman  Kolb,  of  Wolfs- 
heim,  Baden,  Germany,  and  the  genealogical  numbering  be- 
gins  with  him  as  No.  i,  his  children  in  America  No.  2,  &c. 

4.  The  reader  will  find  three  columns  of  figures  in  front 
of  each  family  name  ;  the  first  designates  the  generation,  the 
second  is  a  continuous  or  individual  number  running  through 
the  entire  work,  designating  each  name  by  its  particular  num- 
ber, for  reference. 

5.  The  third  or  last  column  gives  the  number  of  chil- 
dren in  each  family. 

6.  The  name  of  the  head  of  each  family  is  in  capital 
letters  and  followed  by  the  whole  line  of  descent. 

7.  The  names  of  the  children  are  given  in  italics. 

8.  The  small  figures  found  over  particular  names  denote 
the  generation.

he  was  a  Burgomaster  at  Handshootcn,  in  Flandern,  about 
1550;  his  fourth  son,  Peter,  is  the  following: 

2.  Peter  de  Voss  married  Jannicke  Van  der  Mers  ;  their 
first  child  was  Peter  de  Voss  the  second,  born  August  23, 
1622,  at  Colchester  (first  date  we  have).  Shortly  after  their 
marriage  they  had  to  flee  on  account  of  his  religion  to  Col- 
chester, England,  where  he,  with  his  wife,  left  Popedom  and 
joined  the  Reformed  church,  and  had  born  unto  them  three 
children. 

After  living  at  Colchester  for  some  time  with  his  wife 
and  three  children,  who  were  born  there,  he  moved  to  Am- 
sterdam, Holland,  where  he,  with  his  wife,  connected  them- 
selves with  the  Mennonite  church,  and  three  more  children 
were  born  unto  them. 

The  De  Voss  family  is  intermarried  with  the  Van  der 
Smisson  and  the  Roosen  families.  Sara  de  Voss,  born  1629, 
married  Pieter  Van  Sintern  in  1655  ;  had  seven  children. 
The  fifth  child  was  Isaac  Van  Sintern,  born  September  4, 
1660;  was  married  at  Amsterdam  to  Neeltje  Classen;  they 
left  Hamburg,  Altona,  in  1707,  for  Pennsylvania,  with  their 
four  daughters,  Magdalena,  Sara,  Adriana  and  Neeltje,  and 
settled  at  Germantown,  where  the  oldest  daughter,  Magda- 
lena, married  Martin  Kolb  in  1709,  and  Sara,  the  second 
daughter,  married  Jacob  Kolb  in  17 10;  later  they  moved  to 
Skippack,  and  are  buried  at  the  Lower  Skippack  Mennonite 
meeting-house. 

Magdalena,  the  widow  of  Martin  Kolb,  under  date  of 
October  28,  1771,  from  Skippack  (then  Bebberstown),  in  the 
GrafscJiaft,  of  Philadelphia,  in  Pennsylvania,  gave  a  record  to 
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the  genealogist  at  Altona,  which  he  received  under  seal 
through  Hendrick  Roosen,  the  20th  day  of  June,  1772;  it 
was  dated  ■  March  2d,  1772,  giving  the  descendants  of  the 
family  to  be  202  souls.  Author. 


PETER  SCHUMACHER,  SR. 

The  Francis  and  Dorothy,  from  London,  Richard  Bridge- 
man,  commander,  arrived  in  Philadelphia  P2ighth-month,  14, 
1685  (old  style). 

Among  the  Passengers  were  Peter  Schumacher  and 
Peter,  his  son  ;  Mary,  his  daughter;  and  Sarah,  his  cosen  ; 
and  Frances  and  Gertrude,  his  daughters.

Judge  Pennypacker,  in  Pennsylvania  Magazine,  Vol.  4, 
page  22,  says  : 

"  Besides    his  son,   Peter  Jr.,   and    his  three  daughters, 
Mary,  Frances  and  Gertrude,  who  accompanied  him  over,  he 
had  two  others.     The  fifth  child,  a  daughter,  married  Dielman 
Kolb.     She   died  in    1705,  aged   53  years,   and  is  buried  at. 
Wolfsheim  in  the  Palatinate,  never  having  emigrated." 

The  sixth  child  of  Peter  Schumacher,  a  daughter,  married 
Reynier  Hermans  Van  Burklow,  who  in  1704  removed  to 
Bohemia  Manor,  Cecil  county,  Maryland. 

Frances,  the  second  daughter,  married  Isaac  Jacobs, 
Fifth-month,  28,  1690. — Abington  Meeting  Records. 

What  became  of  the  two  remaining  daughters  is  not 
known.  This  only  leaves  his  son,  Peter,  to  account  for.  The 
Abington  Meeting  records  furnish  the  following  : 

Whereas,  Peter  Schoemaker,  Jr.,  and  Margaret  Op  de 
Graeff,  both  of  Germantown  in  ye  county  of  Philadelphia, 
having  proceeded  according  to  the  good  order  used  amongst 
Friends  in  declaring  their  intentions  of  marriage,  did  upon  the 
sixth  day  of  the  Second-month,  1697,  at  the  publique  meet- 
ing house  of  Friends  in  Germantown,  accomplish  their  mar- 
riage, many  friends  being  present  as  witnesses.  Some  of 
which  are  under-written  : 
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Peter  Shewmaker,  Sr.  Jacob  Shewmaker. 

Herman  Op  de  Graeff.  Isaac  Prise. 

J.  Jack  Jacobus.  Aret  Klenken.

Peter  Schumacher  was  a  Mennonite,  While  living  in  Ger- 
mantown  he  connected  himself  with  the  Society  of  Friends. 
He  emigrated  from  Kriesheim  (then  written  Krigsheim)  a 
small  village  in  the  Palatinate  (Pfaltz). 

By  an  agreement  made  with  Dirk  Sipman,  of  Crefeld, 
dated  August  i6,  1685,  he  was  to  proceed  with  the  first  good 
winds  to  Pennsylvania,  and  there  receive  200  acres  from  Her- 
man Op  den  Graeff,  on  which  he  should  erect  a  dwelling,  and 
for  which  he  should  pay  a  rent  of  two  rix  (dollars)  a  year. 
The  deed  for  the  said  200  acres,  from  Sipman  to  Peter  Schu- 
macher, is  written  in  the  Dutch  or  Holland  language,  and  is 
recorded  in  the  Germantown  book  called  the  Terrier,  and  is 
in  the  Recorder's  office  in  Philadelphia. 

Peter  Schumacher  had  as  far  as  known  the  following 
children,  viz  :

Now,  Know  Ye,  that  for  the  further  Incouragement  of  the 
Industry  and  Sobriety  of  the  said  Inhabitants  and  for  the  better 
and  further  Security  of  their  Estates,  real  and  personal,  to  them 
and  their  heirs.  They,  the  said  Inhabitants,  having  Solemnly 
promised  upon  Record  in  the  County  Court  of  Philadelphia, 
aforesaid,  faith  and  Allegiance  to  William  and  Mary,  King  and 
Queen  of  England,  &c.,  and  fidelity  and  lawful  Obedience  to 
me,  according  to  the  King's  Letters  patents,  aforesaid,  I  do 
declare,  and  by  these  presents  Confirm  them  the  said  Inhab- 
itants before  named,  to  be  Freemen  of  this  government,  and 
that  they  shall  be  accordingly  held  and  reputed  in  as  full  and 
ample  manner  as  any  person  or  persons  residing  therein.  And 
that  they,  the  said  Freemen,  have  liberty  and  freedom  hereby 
to  trade  and  traffick  in  this  Colony  or  in  any  of  the  King's 
Dominions  and  Plantations,  as  other  good  subjects  may  law- 
fully do  without  any  manner  of  Lett,  Hinderance  or  Molesta- 
tion Whatsoever. 

Witness  :  Thomas  LLoyd,  Deputy  Govern'r  of  the 
Province  of  Pensilvania,  &c.,  given  at  Philadelphia,  aforesaid, 
with  the  assent  of  the  Provincial  Council,  the  Seventh  day  of 
the  third-month,  Anno  Domi,  1691,  and  in  the  third  year  of 
the  reign  of  King  William  and  Queen  Mary  over  England,  &c.

Germany.  He  was  born  about  1648,  and 
did  in  17 12  or  171 3,  aged  64  years,  and 
is  buried. at  Manheim.  He  married  the 
fifth  child,  a  daughter  of  Peter  Schu- 
macher, who  afterwards  came  to  Ger- 
mantown  in  1685,  and  died  in  1707,  aged 
85  years.  He  was  a  Mennonite,  but 
later  united  with  the  Friends.  He  is  the 
first  person  definitely  ascertained  to  have 
come  from  Kriesheim,  (Says  S.  W. 
Pennypacker.)  He  bought  200  acres  of 
land  from  Herman  Op  den  Graeff  The 
agreement  is  dated  Aug.  16,  1685. 
The  deed  is  written  in  the  Dutch  or  Hol- 
land language  and  recorded  in  the  Ger- 
mantown  book.  The  wife  of  Dielman 
Kolb  died  in  1705,  aged  53  years, 
and  is  buried  at  Wolfsheim,  in  the  Pala- 
tinate. Their  children  were  Peter,  Ann, 
Martin,  Jacob,  Henry,  Dielman  and  Jo- 
hannes.

Daniel  K.  Cassel  was  emplo}-ecl  on  his  father's  farm,  and 
learned  the  art  of  linen  wea\-ing  with  his  father.  In  his  youth 
he  received  a  limited  education  such  as  the  country  schools 
afforded  at  that  time,  and  that  only  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  ^^■hich  he  acquired  by  going  to  school  about  from 
fort}^  to  fifty  days  in  a  year.  He  devoted  his  leisure  time  in 
studying  his  lessons  at  home,  and  on  Sundays  and  in  the 
•evenings,  many  a  time  till  midnight,  so  that  he  actually  ac- 
quired more  knowledge  through  his  own  exertions  at  home 
than  in  school.  At  the  age-  of  nineteen  he  was  u^rged  by  the 
residents  of  his  neighborl:5'ood  to  take  charge  of  a  school, 
which  he  accepted,  but  he  soon  felt  his  incompetency.  There- 
fore at  the  close  of  the  term-hje'eiitered  a  select  school  for  one 
term.  He  has  been  engaged -in  teaching  in  the  public  schools 
for  twenty  }'ears,  during  which  time  he' devoted  all  his  spare 
time,  and  many  a  night  till  midnight,  to  his  studies,  in  order 
to  enable  him  to  teach  the  higher  branches,  viz. :  grammar, 
geograph}%  and  the  higher  branches  of  mathematics,  which 
he  introduced  in  his  school.  He  also  served  in  the  School 
Board  four  years.  During  that  time  he  was  urged  to  accept 
the  office  of  County  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  which 
he  positively  declined,  not  being  an  aspirant  for  office,  nor  a 
politician,  but  always  voted  the  Republican  ticket.  He  voted 
for  every  Republican  candidate  for  President  since  William  H. 
Harrison,  the  "Tippecanoe."  He  has  in  his  library  a  large 
collection  of  old  and  rare  works,  and  many  rare  manuscripts, 
among  them  a  volume  of  a  full  Polyglot  Bible,  printed  in 
1599,  in  twelve  languages,  probably  the  only  copy  in  America. 
He  has  an  extensive  correspondence  throughout  this  country; 
also  with  Germany  and  Holland.  He  is  conversant  with  the 
English  and  Germait  languages  ;  also  the  Dutch  or  Holland 
language,  and  the  rudiments  of  Latin  and  French.  He  wrote 
and  had  printed  a  work  entitled  "  History  of  the  Mennonites," 
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in  the  English  language,  and  afterwards  the  same  revised  and 
enlarged,  and  printed  in  the  German  language.  He  is  also 
the  author  of  three  genealogical  works,  viz. :  "  The  Cassel 
Family,"  '' The  Rolb'oT'Kirlg.'E^aj'ily^' and  "The  Rittenhouse 
Family."  He  is.chaiutnan  -of  tljife;,^R^ttenhouse  Genealogical 
Committee,  anc;!  a  rn^Tttberof'tlie  Rittenhouse  Historical  Asso- 
ciation, and  a  direct  descendant  of  '^illiam  Rittenhouse,  the 
first  Mennonite- Bishop  tn' America'..,  iHe  is  also  a  shareholder 
and  member  of.  BetherCotlege,  i-n  Kansas,  a  Mennonite  theo- 
logical institute,-. •.  ;l5e~ha^ -also  been  "active  in  Sunday  school 
work,  and  organized  the  Sunday  school  at  Alderfers,  below 
Harleysville,  Montgomery  county,  Pa.,  about  1855,  being 
the  first  Sunday  school  in  that  vicinity,  which  has  been  kept 
up  ever  since.  He  also  organized  a  German  Sunday  school 
at  Chester,  Delaware  county.  Pa.,  with  success.  He  was  also 
one  of  a  committee  of  five  appointed  to  draw  up  a  preamble 
and  resolutions  protesting  against  the  Catholics  marching  into 
the  Centennial  grounds  free,  and  carrying  the  Papal  flag,  in 
1876.  He  resides  at  Nicetown,  near  Germantown,  Philadel- 
phia, near  \Va)-ne  Junction,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Mennonite 
Church.  In  1893  he  was  appointed  a  delegate  to  the  World's 
Fair  Denominational  Congress.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Montgomery  County  Historical  Society,  and  a  life  member  of 
the  American  Archeological  and  Asiatic  Association  of  Iowa.

Nicholas  M.  Rittenhouse  was  born  at  Roxborough,  Phil- 
adelphia, Pa.,  and  received  a  good  common  school  education 
in  Philadelphia. 

In  1 86 1,  at  the  age  of  seventeen,  he  entered  the  volunteer 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  became  a  member  of  the 
Second  Pennsylvania  Cavalry,  commanded  by  Colonel  R. 
Butler  Price,  and  served  from  September,  1861,  until  Septem- 
ber, 1864,  and  took  part  in  all  the  battles  of  the  army  of  Vir- 
ginia and  of  the  Potomac,  during  his  term  of  service,  except 
those  of  Antietam  and  Fredericksburg,  being  during  the 
latter  confined  in  the  hospital  by  fever.  He  passed  through 
all  those  engagements  with  only  some  slight  flesh  wounds. 

At  the  battle  of  Gettysburg  he  formed  a  part  of  General 
Meade's  escort.  On  his  return  home  he  engaged  in  telegraph- 
ing for  about  two  years,  after  which,  in  company  with  his 
brother,  Enoch  W.  Rittenhouse,  he  went  to  Baltimore  and 
purchased  the  Baltimore  Terra  Cotta  Works  from  their  uncle, 
George  R.  Rittenhouse.  That  gentleman  had  established  the 
works  about  twenty-one  years  previously,  and  had  by  long- 
continued  and  careful  experiment  brought  them  to  a  high 
degree  of  perfection.  They  conducted  the  business  together 
until  the  death  of  Enoch,  March  25,  1877,  since  which  time 
Nicholas  M.  Rittenhouse  has  been  alone  in  the  management. 

The  Baltimore  Terra  Cotta  Works  are  the  oldest  of  the 
kind  in  the  South. 

Nicholas  M.  Rittenhouse  is  in  possession  of  a  Britannia 
tea-set  made  by  John  Dixon  &  Son,  in  England,  in  1678 
(name  stamped  on  it),  which  was  brought  to  this  country  by 
the  ancestors,  and   handed  down   through  all  generations  of 
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the  Rittenhouse  family  and  is  now  in  possession  of  Nicholas 
M.  Rittenhouse,  at  Baltimore,  and  by  him  held  in  high  esteem. 
When  on  a  visit  to  Baltimore  in  1892  I  had  the  honor  of 
taking  tea  with  the  family,  when  the  above-mentioned  tea-set 
was  brought  into  requisition. — [Author.]

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Dr.  Jacob  S.  Rittenhouse,  of  Reading,  Pa.,  is  the  son  ot 
Dr.  Samuel  R.  and  Anna  M.  Rittenhouse.  He  was  born  at 
Macungie,  Lehigh  county,  Pa.,  June  3,  1 861.  When  he  was 
seven  years  old  his  parents  moved  to  Reading  and  he  received 
his  elementary  education  in  the  latter  place.  After  leaving 
the  public  schools  he  took  a  few  years  course  in  languages 
and  the  natural  sciences  in  the  Scientific  Academy  of  the  Hon. 
D.  B.  Brunner.  In  the  fall  of  1882  he  matriculated  in  the 
Hahneman  Medical  College  of  Philadelphia,  and  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  on  the  3d  day  of  April,  1885. 
During  the  last  year  of  his  college  course  he  was  selected  by 
his  class  to  lecture  on  the  subject  of  pathology  and  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine.  After  his  graduation  he  associated  with  his 
father  in  the  practice  of  his  profession.  Much  of  the  winter 
of  1887-88  he  spent  in  the  New  York  Polyclinic  and  other 
hospitals  of  New  York  city,  devoting  particular  attention  to 
the  study  of  special  departments  of  medicine.

Esther  P^lizabeth  Kulp  was  born  April  24,  1861  ;  only 
daughter  of  John  D.  Kolb,  of  Chester  county,  Pa.,  late  of 
Philadelphia,  and  Luc}'  A.  Haas  ;  is  of  a  kind  and  benevolent 
disposition.     She  is  unusually  popular  among  her   relatives 
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and  many  friends,  all  from  whom  she  commands  the  highest 
respect  and  love.  She  married  William  Dayton  Rosenberger, 
a  druggist,  proprietor  of  the  old  established  and  popular  drug 
store,  located  at  the  corner  of  Seventh  and  Germantown  ave- 
nue, Philadelphia,  opposite  the  well  known  Washington 
Hotel. 

William  Dayton  Rosenberger  was  born  in  Frenchtown, 
N.  J.,  February  i8,  1861.  Shortly  afterwards  his  father.  Dr. 
S.  Rosenberger,  removed  with  his  family  to  Philadelphia,  and 
there  established  the  drug  business  above  referred  to,  and  soon 
thereafter  deservedly  became  one  of  the  most  popular  and 
successful  physicians  in  the  northern  portion  of  that  city. 
He  continued  to  follow  his  profession  there  until  1SS5,  at 
which  time  he  removed  to  and  still  resides  in  Pasadena,  Cali- 
fornia, having  retired  from  active  business  life  in  1892. 

Dr.  S.  Rosenberger's  ancestors  date  back  to  1729,  at 
which  time  Henry,  the  first  of  three  brothers,  embarked  from 
Germany  for  the  United  States,  and  purchased  a  plantation, 
as  it  w'as  then  called,  of  159  acres,  located  in  that  section  of 
the  country  now  known  as  P'ranconia  and  Hatfield  townships, 
in  Montgomery  county,  Pa.,  about  two  and  one-half  miles 
west  of  Souderton,  along  Indian  creek,  from  James  Steele,  of 
Philadelphia,  for  the  sum  of  /"30.  This  property  is  now  in 
the  possession  of  one  of  the  descendants  of  the  fifth  genera- 
tion from  Henry  Rosenberger.  The  latter  w^as  followed  to 
this  country  by  Benjamin  Rosenberger  in  1739,  and  ten  years 
later,  1749,  by  John,  the  two  latter  locating  where  Line  Lex- 
ington and  Hatfield  villages  have  since  sprung  into  existence. 

The  country  round  about  that  section  has  been  the  home 
of  many  of  the  descendants  down  to  the  present  generation. 
All  the  earlier  members  of  these  families  belonged  to  the  reli- 
gious denomination  called  Mennonites. 

The  mother  of  W'illiam  Dayton  Rosenberger,  whose 
maiden  name  was  Catharine  Hillegas,  was  a  daughter  of 
Charles  Hillegas,  deceased,  and  a  twin  sister  to  Mahlon 
Hillegass,  descendants  from  that  well  known  and  highly 
respected  family  of  that  name,  who  had  located  in  and  about 
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what  is  now  known  as  East  Greenville,  Montgomery  county, 
Pa.,  in  the  Perkiomen  valley.  She  was  widely  known  through- 
out Eastern  Pennsylvania  for  her  loving  kindness  and  philan- 
thropic disposition,  and  was  an  active  worker  in  promoting 
the  cause  of  Christianity.  Her  death  occurred  on  August  26, 
1 88 1,  in  the  fifty-third  year  of  her  age. 

At  the  age  of  fifteen  William  D.  Rosenberger  acquired 
an  inclination  to  study  nature  as  it  existed  in  the  vegetable  as 
well  as  in  the  higher  grade  of  animal  life.  Although  not  being 
able  to  complete  the  study,  on  account  of  physical  health, 
yet  he  was  entirely  successful  in  his  study  so  far  as  it  existed 
in  the  United  States.  During  the  aggregate  four  years  of  his 
travels,  which  was  necessary  in  his  vocation  for  personal  satis- 
faction and  enlightenment,  he  had  sojourned  for  a  while  in 
every  state  and  territory  in  the  Union  ;  also  Cuba,  Mexico, 
Van  Couvers  Island  and  Canada  ;  had  visited  all  the  principal 
cities  and  other  points  of  interest  found  in  the  United  States, 
including  Yosemite  Valley,  in  California  ;  Yellow  Stone  Park, 
Pikes  Peak,  Mt.  Washington,  Monmouth  and  Luray  Caves, 
etc.,  etc.,  etc.  This  method  of  traveling  was  very  unique  to 
many  persons  in  its  character,  having  ridden  horseback  across 
the  states  of  Illinois,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Montana  ;  also  across 
Seirra  Nevada  Mountains  through  California  ;  by  steamboat 
on  Mississippi  river  from  head  of  navigation  at  St.  Paul  to 
New  Orleans  ;  also  from  Duluth  over  great  lakes  to  Buffalo  ; 
thence  to  Quebec,  besides  having  traveled  over  15,000  miles 
of  railroad.  Finally,  after  a  season  of  cow-boy  life  on  the 
western  plains,  in  which  he  acquired  quite  a  knowledge  of  the 
habits  of  the  rougher  element  as  it  exists  in  the  far  west,  he 
returned  and  completed  his  studies  in  pharmacy,  graduating 
from  the  Baltimore  College  of  Pharmacy,  several  years  after 
which  (about  the  year  1887)  he  engaged  in  business  in  Phila- 
delphia, as  above  stated. 

Esther  Elizabeth  Kulp,  now  Mrs.  William  D.  Rosenberger, 
like  many  others  of  her  sex,  delights  in  securing  souveniers 
and  relics  of  generations  past.  Among  her  valued  collections 
of  linens  are  found  fourteen  homespun,  seamless  linen  bed- 
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sheets  and  spreads.  They,  with  the  exception  of  three  or 
four  sheets,  had  never  been  as  yet  in  use,  and  appear  to-day 
as  good  and  as  durable  as  the  day  they  were  made.  These 
sheets  were  handed  down  from  her  great-grand-parents,  as 
was  also  a  very  rare  specimen  of  fine  textile  work  in  the  form 
of  a  table-cloth,  the  size  of  which  is  fifty-three  inches  by 
seventy  inches,  color  white,  made  of  homespun  linen.  Near 
the  center  edge  is  woven  in  red  letters  a  German  verse,  the 
translation  of  which  is  as  follows : 

I  am  a  bird  in  all  respects. 

The  bread  I  eat,  the  hymn  I  sing. 

There  is  also  woven  on  each  side  of  the  verse  the  figure 
of  a  tree  with  a  bird  at  the  top. 

The  flax  used  for  making  this  table-cloth  was  sown, 
pulled,  dried  and  broken,  with  flax  break,  swindled,  spun  and 
woven,  and  made  into  cloth  on  the  farm  of  Jacob  A.  Acker, 
situated  in  East  Vincent  township,  Chester  county,  Pa.,  in  the 
year  seventeen  hundred  and  eighty-fiv^e  (1785),  by  Miss  Bar- 
bara Acker,  daughter  of  Jacob  A.  Acker,  who,  later  on,  mar- 
ried a  man  of  the  same  name  as  her  fether  (Jacob  A.  Acker). 
The  table-cloth  afterwards  became  the  property  of  Miss  Bet- 
tie  Acker,  daughter  of  the  above  Barbara,  who  became  by 
marriage  a  Mrs.  Peter  Keller.  A  few  days  before  the  latter's 
death  the  table-cloth  was  given  by  special  request  of  Mrs. 
Keller  to  Mrs.  John  D.  Kulp  (they  were  cousins),  at  that  time 
residing  at  Lawrenceville,  Chester  county.  Pa.,  about  the  year 
1863,  with  the  understanding  that  it  be  given  to  Esther  Eliza- 
beth Kulp,  daughter  of  John  D.  Kulp,  and  now  the  wife  of 
William  D.  Rosenberger,  who  became  possessor  of  it  about 
the  year  1868.

It  is  related  that  Isaac  Kulp  (known  as  "  Strong  Isaac")  was 
a  powerful  man.  It  is  said  that  when  he  was  building  a 
house,  one  day  while  at  dinner,  he  was  discussing  with  his  work- 
men whether  the  cross  beams  could  be  hauled  to  the  place 
with  two  horses,  or  whether  four  horses  would  be  required. 
After  dinner  he  walked  out  to  where  the  timber  lay,  and 
shouldered  it,  and  to  the  utter  surprise  of  the  workmen  they 
saw  him  bearing  the  piece  of  timber  on  his  shoulders.  The 
fame  of  his  strength  was  heralded  far  and  wide  throughout 
the  neighborhood  round  about.  He  was  a  peaceably  dis- 
posed man,  and  would  not  fight,  though  often  challenged. 
When  on  a  certain  trip  to  Philadelphia,  he  stopped  at  a  hotel 
over  night,  he  came  in  contact  with  a  bully,  who  challenged 
him  to  fight,  which  was  declined,  whereupon  the  bully 
branded    him    a    coward  and  struck  him  in  the  face,  which 

(K.  F.— II.) 
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angered  Mr.  Kulp  so  that  he  grabbed  the  bully  by  both  his 
arms  near  the  shoulders  and  set  him  in  a  chair  that  squashed 
under  him.  When  he  arose  from  the  floor  both  of  his  arms 
were  powerless.  The  bully  said  he  was  satisfied  with  the 
experiment,  and  did  not  wish  to  fight  with  Kulp  after  that.

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From  manuscripts  in  possession  of  Abram  H.  Cassel,  at 
Harleysville,  Montgomery  county,  Pa. : — As  regards  the 
character  of  Alexander  Mack,  Jr.,  he  is  represented  as  a  sin- 
cere, good  man,  much  given  to  retirement ;  by  occupation  a 
stocking  weaver  ;  and  as  his  worldly  possessions  were  but 
small,  so  his  wants  were  but  few,  which  made  his  contentment 
equally  complete. 

In  his  public  preaching  it  is  said  he  did  not  manifest 
much  oratory,  but  with  the  pen  he  was  very  ready  and  fluent. 
He  had  a  particular  talent  for  poetry,  as  many  hundred  of  his 
verses  and  poetic  stanzas  still  exist.  He  possessed  a  remark- 
able degree  of  sagacity  and  discernment,  so  that  no  art  could 
ensnare  him  or  hypocrisy  beguile  him. 

He  died  on  the  20th  of  March,  1803,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  ninety-one  years,  one  month  and  20  days.  His  last 
words  were :  "  Num  reisz  ich  gegen  Morgen,  wer  mit  will 
der  mach  sich  eilends  fertig."  Although  he  was  as  well  yet 
as  usual,  he  had  a  strange  presentiment  of  his  dissolution  be- 
ing near.  He  therefore  composed  the  following  epitaph  for 
his  grave-stone,  which  he  brought  to  his  daughter,  Anna 
Fox,  telling  her  that  his  departure  was  at  hand  now,  and 
that  this  was  his  last  visit  to  her,  as  it  proved  to  be.  The 
epitaph  may  yet  be  seen  on  his  tomb-stone  in  the  Brethren's 
grave-yard,  in  Germantown,  in  the  following  words  : 

"  Gott !  der  uns  liat  aus  staub  gemacht, 
Und  wiederum — zu  staub  i;ebiaclit, 
Wird  zeuLjen  seiner  weisheit-machl, 
W'ann  wir  nacli  seiiiem  bild  erwacht." 

Alexander  Mack,  Sr.,  was  born  in  Schriesheim,  in  der 
Cur  Pfaltz,  in  the  year  1679;  his  wife  was  a  Miss  Kingin ; 
came  to  America,  where  he  died  in  1735,  and  is  buried  in  the 
Axes  or  Concord  grave-yard,  Germantown.  He  had  three 
sons  and  two  daughters.

The  daughters  of  Alex- 
ander, Jr.,  were  Sarah  Margaretta ;  she  married  Jacob  Zieg- 
ler,  Hannah  married  Adam  Weaver,  Lydia  married  Dillman 
Kolb,  of  Skippack,  and  afterwards  married  again  to  Jacob 
LeiTtz,  a  baker,  of  Philadelphia  ;  Elizabeth  died  young  ;  Anna 
Margaretta  was  married  to  Emanuel  Fox,  the  son  of  the  emi- 
nent Justus  Fox,  and  the  father  of  the  elder  or  bishop,  John 
Fox,  of  Philadelphia,  who  have  left  him  a  great  number  of 
grand  and  great-grand  children,  who  are  now  dispersed 
through  the  different  states  of  the  Union.

The  horrible  manner  in  which  Henry  C.  Kulp,  an  aged 
citizen  of  Upper  Salford  township,  near  Bergey,  met  his  death, 
is  well  known. 
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Just  how  the  aged  man's  clothes  caught  fire  will  never 
be  known,  as  there  was  no  one  to  witness  it,  but  the  circum- 
stances are  as  follows :  Mr.  Kulp,  aged  82  years,  two  months 
and  22  days,  lived  with  his  son  Henry  on  a  farm  not  far  from 
the  village  of  Bergey.  Some  years  ago  his  wife  died,  and  he 
lived  alone  in  a  room  of  his  son's  dwelling. 

At  noon,  on  a  Thursday,  he  returned  from  the  field  some 
distance-  from  the  house,  where  he  had  been  burning  brush. 
After  dinner  the  family  supposed  the  aged  man  had  retired  to 
his  room.  But  this  was  not  the  case  ;  instead  he  again  went  to 
the  field.  Toward  evening,  or  about  supper  time,  the  family 
looked  for  him  in  his  room,  but  he  was  not  there.  His  son 
Henry  immediately  went  to  the  field  in  search  of  his  father. 
Imagine  the  shock  at  finding  the  aged  man  U'ing  within 
twenty  feet  of  the  heap  of  smoldering  brushes,  terribly 
burned  and  dead. 

His  clothes  were  burned  from  his  body.  His  boots,  the 
wristbands  of  his  clothes  and  his  collar  were  all  that  was  left 
of  his  wearing  apparel.  His  coat  was  found  near  by,  the 
sleeves  burned  off  near  the  elbows,  indicating  that  probably 
the  coat  caught  fire  and  he  took  it  off  to  save  himself 

As  already  stated,  no  positive  explanation  can  be  given 
of  how  the  terrible  accident  occurred.  The  supposition,  how- 
ever, is  that  he  attempted  to  scrape  or  push  the  dying  embers 
together  with  his  foot,  and  that  his  trousers  caught  fire. 
There  is  something  strange  even  about  this  theory.  The  fact 
is,  no  one  knows. 

'Squire  Wm.  S.  Slotterer,  of  Upper  Salford,  on  Friday 
held  an  inquest.  The  jury  rendered  a  verdict  of  accidental 
death  by  burning. 

Mr.  Kulp  left  one  son  and  two  daughters — Henry,  with 
whom  he  resided  ;  Mrs.  Henry  P.  Garges,  of  Elroy  ;  and  Mrs. 
Christian  S.  Bergey,  of  Bergey.  For  many  years — nearly 
forty — he  was  a  deacon  and  consistent  member  of  the  Lower 
Salford  Mennonite  congregation,  in  which  cemetery  he  was 
buried.  The  services  were  conducted  by  Revs.  H.  S.  Bower 
and  Jacob  C.  Moyer,  of  Lower  Salford.

Adam  H.  Fetterolf,  Ph.  D.,  LL.  D.,  President  of  Girard 
College,  is  the  son  of  Gideon  Fetterolf,  and  was  born  in  Mont- 
gomery county  in  1842.  He  is  in  the  prime  of  a  life  the  adult 
years  of  which  have  been  given  to  educational  pursuits.  His 
career  has  been  mainly  that  of  a  teacher  and  student.  His 
academic  training  was  acquired  at  the  Freeland  Seminary, 
then  under  the  management  of  Rev.  Henry  A.  Hunsicker. 
After  completing  his  course  and  teaching  for  a  time  in  the 
public  schools,  Mr.  Fetterolf  connected  himself  with  the  insti- 
tution as  professor  of  mathematics,  and  subsequently  pur- 
chased Mr.  Hunsicker's  interest,  and  became  proprietor  and 
principal.  He  conducted  the  institute  very  successfully  for 
five  years,  when  the  buildings  and  grounds  were  purchased 
for  Ursinus  College.  Professor  Fetterolf  then  associated  him- 
self with  Rev.  Dr.  Wells  in  the  ownership  and  management  of 
Andalusia  Academy  in  Bucks  county.  After  the  death  of 
Dr.  Wells,  in  1871,  he  assumed  the  entire  charge,  and  con- 
tinued at  the  head  of  the  academy  for  the  next  eight  years. 
In  1880  he  was  elected  by  the  Board  of  City  Trusts  to  fill  the 
chair  of  Vice-President  of  Girard  College.  At  the  death  of 
President  Allen,  two  years  later.  Professor  Fetterolf  was  chosen 
to  succeed  him.  He  has  held  the  position  and  discharged 
the  manifold  duties  ever  since,  with  the  confidence  of  the  Board 
and  the  approbation  of  the  public. 

The  College  of  which  Dr.  Fetterolf  is  now  President  was 
founded  by  Stephen  Girard,  a  native  of  France,  who  had 
amassed  an  immense  fortune  as  a  shipping  merchant  and 
banker  in   Philadelphia,  where  he  had  arrived  a  poor  boy  and 
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begun  business  in  a  \ery  humble  u'a\',  and  who  bequeathed 
;$2,ooo,ooo  and  the  residue  of  his  estate,  after  pa}'ing  certain 
legacies,  for  the  erection  and  support  of  a  college  for  orphans. 
As  many  poor  white  male  orphans  who  are  residents  of  Penn- 
sylvania are  admitted,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  ten  years, 
as  the  endowment  can  support.  They  are  fed,  clothed  and 
educated,  and  between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  eighteen  are 
bound  out  to  mechanical,  commercial  and  agricultural  occu- 
pations. They  are  gi\'en  manual  as  well  as  mental  training, 
and  are  in  great  demand  in  the  shops  and  in  the  manufactories 
of  Philadelphia  as  skilled  workmen,  after  they  have  graduated. 

The  government  of  Girard  College  demands  high  and 
rather  peculiar  qualifications.  The  position  of  the  President 
is  one  of  great  responsibility,  standing  as  he  does  in  loco 
parentis  to  o\-er  fifteen  hundred  orphan  boys — the  represent- 
ative head  of  the  greatest  indi\-idual  charity  on  the  continent. 

President  Fetterolf  has  the  charm  of  a  quiet,  well-balanced 
character,  a  pleasing  address,  an  impressive  presence,  and  that 
subtle  faculty  which  wins  the  confidence  of  boys.'  He  is  the 
fourth  president  of  the  college.  The  first  presided  over  but 
two  hundred  bo)'s  ;  the  second  saw  fi\e  hundred  assembled 
at  chapel ;  the  third  witnessed  the  roll  lengthen  to  eleven 
hundred  ;  while  Dr.  Fetterolf  has  over  fifteen  hundred  under 
his  charge.  It  requires  executive  ability  of  the  highest  order 
to  successfully  direct  the  destinies  and  control  the  actions  of 
so  many  mental  and  physical  organisms,  and  that  President 
Fetterolf  is  able  to  accomplish  this  without  harsh  discipline 
demonstrates  in  the  strongest  possible  wa}'  his  eminent  fitness 
for  the  responsible  position  he  occupies. 

His  ability  has  had  numerous  recognitions  from  the 
faculties  of  other  colleges,  the  most  recent  of  which  was  the 
conferring  upon  him  of  the  degrees  of  A.  M.  and  Ph.  D.  by 
Lafayette  College,  and  by  Delaware  College  of  the  title 
of  LL.  D. 

In  May,  1887,  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  passed  an 
act,  authorizing  and  requesting  the  Governor  to  appoint  a 
commission  of  five  citizens  of  the  commonwealth  to  "  make 
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inquiry  and  report,  by  bill  or  otherwise,  respecting  the  subject 
of  Industrial  Education."  Governor  Beaver  placed  President 
Fetterolf  on  this  commission,  his  already  extensive  knowledge 
of  the  subject  making  the  selection  especially  valuable  and 
appropriate. 

Dr.  Fetterolf  has  been  twice  married,  and  has  two  sons. 
His  first  wife  was  Miss  Annie  Hergesheimer,  daughter  ot 
George  Hergesheimer,  Esq.,  of  Germantown.  In  1883  he 
married  Miss  Laura  M.  Mangam,  daughter  of  William  D. 
Mangam,  Esq.,  of  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.

Abram  D.  Fetterolf,  of  Collegeville,  was  born  June  4, 
1850.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  his  district,  and 
completed  his  education  at  Freeland  Seminary  (now  Ursinus 
College),  then  under  the  principalship  of  his  brother.  Dr.  A. 
H.  Fetterolf  At  sixteen  years  of  age  he  engaged  in  teaching 
in  the  public  schools  of  Berks  and  Montgomery  counties,  and 
continued  for  five  years  in  that  profession.  In  1871  he 
engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits  in  Philadelphia,  being  first 
employed  as  a  lumber  inspector,  and  subsequently  under  the 
firm  of  Fetterolf  &  Rosenberger  was  engaged  in  the  flour  and 
feed  business  on  Market  street.  He  remained  here  in  business 
until  1884.  From  1888  to  1890  he  was  a  member  of  the  firm 
of  the  Roberts  Machine  Company,  of  Collegeville,  Pa.,  taking 
charge  of  its  finances  and  general  business. 

Mr.  Fetterolf  has  held  a  number  of  public  positions.  He 
has  always  been  an  uncompromising  Republican,  and  has 
taken  a  great  interest  in  local  and  in  state  elections.  In  1882 
he  was  elected  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  township  of  Upper 
Providence,  and  re-elected  in  1887,  but  subsequently  resigned 
to  accept  a  county  office.  As  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  he 
enjoyed  the  confidence  of  the  people,  and  did  quite  an  exten- 
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sive  business.  During  this  time  he  acted  in  many  trust 
capacities,  setthng  a  large  number  of  estates  of  decedents  and 
assigned  estates,  in  all  of  which  he  displayed  signal  ability. 
He  was  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Courts  of  Montgomery  county 
from  1 891  until  he  resigned  to  accept  a  more  responsible  posi- 
tion in  the  House  of  Representatives  at  Harrisburg. , 

In  i8(S5  he  made  his  first  appearance  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  at  Harrisburg,  in  the  position  of  Transcribing 
Clerk.  His  ability  and  faithfulness  in  this  position  was  such 
that  at  the  following  session  he  was  promoted  to  the  position 
of  Speaker's  Clerk,  and  so  served  during  the  session  of  1887. 
During  the  session  of  1889  he  ^^•as  again  promoted,  this  time 
to  the  position  of  Journal  Clerk.  During  the  session  of  1 89 1 
he  was  filling  his  position  as  Clerk  of  the  Courts,  and  there- 
fore was  not  in  Harrisburg. 

In  1893  Mr.  Fetterolf  again  received  an  ajjpointment  in 
the  House  of  Reprcsentatix-es  for  a  still  more  responsible 
position,  that  of  Resident  Clerk,  in  which  position  he  served 
during  that  session,  as  well  as  during  the  vacation.  At  the 
present  session  of  the  House  he  was  elected  to  the  highest 
clerkship  in  the  gift  of  that  body,  namely.  Chief  Clerk,  which 
position  he  now  holds.  In  all  these  positions  Mr.  Fetterolf 
has  been  a  faithful,  efficient  and  conscientious  officer,  and  his 
advancement  has  been  the  natural  reward  that  should  always 
follow  faithful  and  conscientious  service. 

In  1892  Mr.  Fetterolf  was  unanimously  elected  Chair- 
man of  the  Republican  County  Committee  of  Montgomery 
county,  and  conducted  the  campaign  of  that  year  and  the  fol- 
lowing year  so  successfully  as  to  elect  the  entire  ticket  with  a 
single  exception.  In  this  position  he  developed  great  execu- 
tive ability,  and  demonstrated  his  shrewdness  as  a  political 
organizer. 

In  1893  he  was  appointed  Secretary  of  the  State  Repub- 
lican Committee,  in  which  position  he  has  served  for  two  years, 
and  has  recently  been  elected  for  a  third  term.  In  this  posi- 
tion he  has  performed  valuable  services  for  his  party. 
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Mr.  Fetterolf  has  been  Secretary  for  the  Perkiomen  Val- 
ley Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  since  July,  1889.  This 
is  one  of  the  largest  and  best  mutual  companies  in  the  county. 
He  has  been  Secretary  of  the  Perkiomen  Valley  Building  and 
Loan  Association,  and  was  for  several  years  a  Director  in  the 
National  Bank  of  Schwenksville.  He  has  been  twice  married. 
First,  on  May  23,  1872.  to  Miss  Sallie  Graybill,  of  Trappe, 
daughter  of  Henry  Graybill.  Two  children  are  now  living  : 
Clem,  the  older,  aged  sixteen  years,  is  attending  the  State 
College  at  Bellefonte  ;  and  Horace,  aged  ten  years,  is  attend- 
ing the  public  schools.  His  first  wife  died  in  1 890.  Several 
years  later  he  married  Miss  Bertha  Kooken,  a  daughter  of 
Rev.  John  R.  Kooken,  a  Reformed  clergyman,  who  for  many 
years  had  charge  of  a  boarding  school  near  Norristown. 
During  Buchanan's  term  as  President  of  the  United  States, 
Mr.  Kooken  was  Consul  to  Cuba,  and  after  the  election  of 
President  Lincoln  and  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  he  enlisted 
and  served  as  Captain  in  Company  C,  i  loth  Regiment,  Penn- 
sylvania Volunteers,  and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Freder- 
icksburg, December  13,  1862.

FAMILY  OF    HENRY  KOLB. 


Heinrich  Kolb,  or  Henry  Kulp,  as  the  name  is  now 
spelled  by  many  of  the  descendants,  the  subject  of  our  present 
sketch,  came  to  Pennsylvania  as  early  as  1707.  He  was  one 
of  the  earliest  of  the  Mennonite  preachers  in  Skippack,  now 
Montgomery  county.  Pa.  He  and  his  brothers,  Martin  and 
Jacob,  were  trustees  of  the  venerable  Mennonite  church  and 
its  property  on  the  Skippack,  the  oldest  Mennonite  church 
in  America  but  one.  Matthias  Van  Bebber  conveyed  one 
hundred  acres  to  the  organization  on  June  18,  17 17,  and  upon 
that  ground  a  building  was  erected  for  worship  about  the  year 
1725.  Henry  Kolb's  name  appears  first  on  the  list  of  elders 
and  ministers  in  this  congregation.  His  grandfather  on  the 
maternal  side  was  Peter  Schumacher,  a  member  of  the  Men- 
nonite church,  who  afterwards  connected  himself  with  the 
Society  of  Friends  (Quakers).  He  came  to  Pennsylvania 
October  12,  1685,  in  the  "Francis  and  Dorothy,"  with  his 
son  Peter,  his  daughters,  Mary,  Frances  and  Gertrude,  and 
his  cousin  Sarah,  and  remained  at  Germantown  until  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1707,  aged  eighty-five  years.  The 
mother  of  Henry  died  in  1705,  and  was  buried  at  Wolfs- 
heim,  in  the  Palatinate  (Pfalz).  At  the  time  of  her  death 
she  was  in  the  fifty-third  year  of  her  age.  His  father  (Dill- 
man)  died  eight  years  later,  aged  sixty-four.  He  was  buried 
at  Manheim,  in  the  Palatinate  (Pfalz).  Henry,  Martin,  Jacob, 
Johannes  and  Dielman  were  all  brothers.  Henry,  Martin 
and  Dillman,  in  America,  and  another  brother,  Peter,  in  Ger- 
many, were  Mennonite  ministers.  Martin  and  Jacob  mar- 
ried sisters,  the  daughters  of  Isaac  Van  Sintern.  Of  Mar- 
tin's children,  three  married   Rittenhouses.     Isaac  Van  Sin- 
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tern  died  August  23,  1737,  and  is  buried  at  the  old  Skippack 
Mennonite  meeting-house.  The  Kolbs  were  early  and  con- 
spicuous in  the  ministry  of  the  Mennonite  church.  They 
were  devout  followers  of  the  teachings  of  Menno  Simons,  who 
was  born  at  the  village  called  Witmarsum,  in  Friesland,  in  the 
year  1492,  and  died  in  the  year  1559,  on  the  13th  of  January. 
Peter  Kolb,  also  a  brother,  was  a  Mennonite  preacher 
at  Griesheim,  in  the  Palatinate,  attending  to  this  appointment 
until  God  called  him  in  1728.  He  was  a  very  active  assistant 
of  Mennonite  emigration  to  Pennsylvania.

Jacob  Godshall  came  to  Germantown,  a  Mennonite  min- 
ister, in  1702.  Later  he  moved  to  Towamensing  township, 
Montgomery  county,  Pa.,  and  settled  on  the  Skippack,  where, 
in  1734,  Godshall  Godshall  owned  a  farm,  and  was  taxed  for 
one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land.  And  this  Godshall 
Godshall  had  a  son  Garret  Godshall  and  Jacob  Godshall.

CLEMENS  FAMILY. 


GERHART  CLEMENS'  came  to  America  from  the 
Palatinate  on  the  Rhine  in  1709.  He  was  the  son  of  Jacob 
Clemens,  and  had  been  born  in  1680.  He  purchased  of  David 
Powell,  in  1718,  about  690  acres  of  land  in  Salford,  on  a  branch 
of  the  Perkiomen  creek.  He  built  a  mill  in  1726,  now  known 
as  Alderfer's.  This  mill  stood  till  1823.  He  had  three  sons: 
Jacob",  John""  and  Abraham"";  and  a  daughter,  Ann.  He 
died  in  1745. 

In  1 7 18,  Gerhart  Clemens  sold  250  acres  of  the  aforesaid 
tract  of  land  to  his  son,  Abraham  Clemens;  also  about  86 
acres  to  his  son,  Jacob  Clemens.

hshed  their  intentions  of  marriage  with  each  other,  according 
to  law  in  that  case  provided,  and  nothing  appearing  to  ob- 
struct their  proceedings,  did  appear  at  the  house  of  Samuel 
Bachman,  in  the  county  and  province  aforesaid,  on  the  sixth 
day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1766,  in  an  as- 
sembly for  that  occasion  met ;  and  the  said  Jacob  Kulp,  tak- 
ing the  said  Mary  Cleamans  by  the  hand,  did,  in  a  solemn 
manner,  openly  declare  that  he  took  her  to  be  his  wife,  prom- 
ising, by  the  Lord's  assistance,  to  be  unto  her  a  faithful  and 
loving  husband,  until  death  should  separate  them  ;  and  there 
and  therein,  in  ye  said  assembly,  ye  said  Mary  Cleamans  did, 
in  like  manner,  openly  declare  that  she  took  ye  said  Jacob 
Kulp  to  be  her  husband,  promising  in  like  manner  to  be  unto 
him  a  faithful  and  loving  wife  until  death  should  separate 
them ;  and  there  and  then  the  said  Jacob  Kulp  and  Mary 
Cleamans,  she,  according  to  the  custom  of  marriage,  assuming 
ye  name  of  her  husband  as  a  further  confirmation  therefor, 
did  to  these  presents  put  their  hands  ;  and  we,  whose  names 
are  underwritten,  being,  amongst  others,  present  at  the  sol- 
emnization and  subscription,  in  manner  aforesaid,  witnesses 
thereunto,  have  also  set  our  hands  the  day  and  year  written.

Her  father,  Peter  Schumacher, 
came  to  America  and  settled  in  German- 
town  in  1685,  and  died  in  1707,  aged  85  r/^'/ 
years.  He  was  a  Mennonite,  but  after-  ^ •=^ 
wards  connected  himself  with  the  Society  'JlrX 
of  Friends  (Quakers).

The  following  is  taken  from  an  old  book  in  my  posses- 
sion, and  was  brought  over  at  the  time  the  Kolbs  came,  and 
has  been  in  the  Kolb  family  ever  since.  It  was  printed  in 
Germany  in  1581.  On  the  fly-leaf  is  written,  by  his  own 
hand,  in  the  German  language,  thus  : 

"Anno,  169 1,  den  10  November,  bin  ich  Dielman  Kolb, 
in  diese  welt  Gebohren  des  nachmittags  um  Ein  uhr." 

"Anno,  17 14,  aufs  Jacobsdag  bin  ich  mit  meiner  Haus- 
frau  Elizabeth  Getraut  Im  23ten  Jahr  meines  Alters." 
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"Anno,  17 17,  den  21  ten  Mertz  Seindt  wihr  zu  Ibersheim 
in  der  Pfaltz  abgefahren.  Auf  die  Reiss  Nach  Pennsylvanien. 
Und  den  loten  August,  1717,  Alhier  zu  Philadelphia  Gliick- 
lich  Angekommen." 

"  Dieses  buch  gehort  mir  Dielman  Kolb  zu,  und  habe  es 
bekommen,  von  Jacob  Schnebli  von  Manheim  in  der  Pfaltz,. 
Anno  Dom.,  1722,  zu  dieser  zeit  wohnhaft,  in  Solforth  town- 
ship, in  dem  county  Philadelphia,  in  Pennsylvania." 

I  also  found  the  name  Andreas  Ziegler  in  the  book  as 
owner  at  one  time.  He  married  the  only  daughter  of  Diel- 
man Kolb,  whose  wife's  name  was  P^lizabeth  Schnebli. 

Translation  of  the  above  : 

Dielman  Kolb  was  born  November  10,  1691,  in  the  after- 
noon, at  one  o'clock.  He  married  Elizabeth  Schnebli,  Anno^ 
1714,  on  St.  Jacob's  day,  in  the  23d  year  of  his  age. 

Anno,  1717,  on  the  21st  of  March,  they  left  Ibersheim, 
in  the  Palatinate,  for  Pennsylvania,  where  they  safely  arrived 
on  the  loth  of  August,  1717,  at  Philadelphia.  He  came 
about  ten  years  later  than  his  brothers  Martin,  Jacob,  Henry 
and  Johannes.  He  lived  at  Manheim,  where  he  attended  as 
a  preacher  of  the  Mennonitc  congregation,  and  making  him- 
self most  valuable  and  useful  by  receiving  and  lodging  his  fel- 
low believers,  who  fled  from  Switzerland  on  account  of  their 
religious  belief,  as  appears  from  a  letter  dated  August  27, 
17 10.  He  subsequently  emigrated  to  Pennsylvania,  where 
he,  in  connection  with  Heinrich  Funk,  supervised  the  trans- 
lation of  Van  Braght's  "  Mart\-rs'  Mirror  "  from  the  Dutch  into 
the  German  language,  and  certified  to  its  correctness.  The 
great  difficulty  was  to  find  a  trustworthy  translator  and  a 
printer  in  the  forests  of  Pennsylvania  who  could  undertake 
the  expense  of  a  publication  of  such  magnitude.  Naturally 
they  had  concluded  to  apply  to  the  older  and  wealthier 
churches  in  Europe,  and  on  the  19th  of  October,  1745,  Jacob 
Godshall,  of  Germantown,  Dillman  Kolb,  of  Salford,  Michael 
Ziegler,  Yelles  Kassel  and  Martin  Kolb,  of  Skippack,  and 
Heinrich  Funk,  of  Indian  Creek,  sent  a  letter  to  Amsterdam 
on  the  subject,  applying  for  aid.     Finally  the  book  was  printed 
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at  Ephrata,  Lancaster  county,  Pa.,  without  any  aid  from  the 
old  country.  The  first  part  was  completed  in  1748,  and  the 
second  part  in  1749,  the  whole  containing  about  1500  pages, 
and  took  fifteen  men  three  years  to  finish  it. 

Dielman  Kolb  was  a  Mennonite  minister,  and  was  instru- 
mental in  organizing  the  IMennonite  congregation  in  Salford, 
Montgomery  county.  Pa.,  in  the  year  1738.  He  was  one  of 
a  committee  to  arrange  and  supervise  the  translation  of  the 
"  Martyrs'  Mirror"  from  the  Dutch  to  the  German  language. 
Through  his  influence  Christopher  Dock  was  induced  to  write 
his  "  Theory  and  Practice  of  Teaching,"  the  first  ever  written 
in  America  as  far  as  known,  which  was  afterwards  printed 
by  Christopher  Saur,  at  Germantown.  His  will  is  dated  July 
8,  1748,  and  probated  April  30,  1757,  and  is  recorded  at  Nor- 
ristown,  Montgomery  county.  Pa. 

The  ancestors  of  the  Kolb  family  in  America  were  among 
the  leaders  of  the  Mennonite  church,  and  in  many  instances 
the  founders  of  said  organizations.  They  refused  belief  in  in- 
fant baptism,  and  in  the  realism  of  baptism  without  faith  and 
repentance.  All  the  Kolbs  of  earlier  times  lent  their  efforts 
to  good  works  ;  and  from  the  earliest  settlement  by  the  Ger- 
mans in  Pennsylvania  to  the  present  time  there  has  been  a 
large  number  of  Mennonite  preachers  of  the  name  of  Kolb, 
particularly  in  the  counties  of  Montgomery  and  Bucks  in  this 
state.  As  regards  the  date  of  their  birth,  death,  and  their 
children,  see  the  following  records  : 

The  following  is  from  Hon.  S.  W.  Pennypacker,  of 
Philadelphia  : 

"  Dielman  or  Thielman  (as  the  name  is  sometimes  spelled) 
Kolb,  another  brother  of  Henry,  came  to  Pennsylvania  some- 
what later  than  his  other  brothers.  He  was  at  Manheim, 
where  he  attended  as  a  preacher  to  the  Mennonite  congrega- 
tion, '  making  himself  most  valuable  by  receiving  and  lodging 
his  fellow-believers  fled  from  Switzerland,'  as  appears  from  a 
letter  dated  August  27,  1710.  He  subsequently  emigrated  to 
Pennsylvania,  where  he,  in  connection  with  Henry  Funk, 
supervised  the  translation  of  Van  Braght's  '  Martyrs'  Mirror' 

(K.  F.— 32.) 
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from  the  Dutch  to  the  German,  and  certified  to  its  correctness. 

"This  book  is  the  great  historical  work  of  the  Mennonites, 
and  the  most  durable  monument  of  that  denomination.  It 
traces  the  history  of  those  Christians  who,  from  the  time  of 
the  Apostles,  were  opposed  to  the  baptism  of  infants  and  to 
warfare,  including  the  Lyonists,'  Petrobusians  and  Waldenses  ; 
details  the  persecution  of  the  Mennonites  by  the  Spaniards  in 
the  Netherlands  and  the  Calvinists  in  Switzerland,  together 
with  the  individual  sufferings  of  many  hundreds  who  were 
burned,  drowned,  beheaded,  or  otherwise  maltreated  ;  and 
contains  the  confessions  of  faith  adopted  by  the  different 
communities. 

"Man}'  copies  of  the  book  were  brought  to  America,  but 
they  were  in  Dutch.  No  German  translation  existed,  and 
much  the  larger  proportion  of  those  here  who  were  interested 
in  it  could  read  only  that  language.  It  was  not  long  before 
a  desire  for  a  German  edition  was  manifested,  and  the  decla- 
ration of  a  war  between  I{ngland  and  France  in  1744,  which, 
in  the  nature  of  things,  must  invoke,  sooner  or  later,  their 
colonies  in  America,  made  the  Mennonites  fearful  that  their 
principles  of  non-resistance  would  be  again  put  to  the  test, 
and  anxious  that  all  of  the  membens,  especially  the  young, 
should  be  braced  for  the  struggle  by  reading  of  the  steadfast- 
ness of  their  forefathers  amid  sufferings  abroad.  Their  un- 
salaried preachers  were,  however,  like  the  members  of  the 
flock — farmers  who  earned  their  bread  by  tilling  the  soil — 
and  were  ill-fitted,  both  by  circumstances  and  education,  for 
so  great  a  literary  labor.  Where  could  a  trustworthy  trans- 
lator be  found  ?  Where  was  the  printer  in  the  forests  of 
Pennsylvania  who  could  undertake  the  expense  of  a  publica- 
tion of  such  magnitude  ?  Naturally,  they  had  recourse  to  the 
older  and  wealthier  churches  in  Europe,  and  on  the  19th  of 
October,  1745,  Jacob  Godshalk,  of  Germantown,  Dielman 
Kolb,  of  Salford,  Michael  Ziegler,  Yilles  Kassel,  and  Martin 
Kolb,  of  Skippack,  and  Heinrich  Funk,  of  Indian  Creek, 
author  of  two  religious  works  published  in  Pennsylvania, 
wrote,  under  instruction  from  the  various  communities,  a  letter 
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to  Amsterdam  on  the  subject.  They  say  :  '  Since  according 
to  appearances  the  flames  of  war  are  mounting  higher,  and  it 
cannot  be  known  whether  the  cross  and  persecution  may  not 
come  upon  the  defenceless  Christians,  it  becomes  us  to 
strengthen  ourselves  for  such  circumstances  with  patience 
and  endurance,  and  to  make  ev^ery  preparation  for  steadfast 
constancy  in  our  faith.  It  was,  therefore,  unanimously  con- 
sidered good  in  this  community,  if  it  could  be  done,  to  have 
the  'Blocdig  Toiiccl  of  Dielman  Jans  Van  Braght  translated 
into  the  German  language,  especially  since,  in  our  communi- 
ties in  this  country,  there  has  been  a  great  increase  of  young 
men  who  have  grown  up.  In  this  book  posterity  can  see  the 
traces  of  those  faithful  witnesses  who  have  walked  in  the  way 
of  truth  and  given  up  their  lives  for  it.' 

"  At  Ephrata,  in  Lancaster  county,  had  been  established 
some  years  before,  and  still  exists,  a  community  of  mystical 
Dunkers,  who  practiced  celibacy,  and  held  their  lands  and 
goods  in  common.  About  1745  they  secured  a  hand  printing 
press,  now  in  possession  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, on  which  they  printed  over  fifty  books,  which  are 
among  the  scarcest  and  most  sought  after  of  American  im- 
prints. The  chronicle  of  the  cloister  says  :  '  Shortly  before 
the  time  that  the  mill  was  burned  down,  the  Mennonites  in 
'Pennsylvania  united  together  to  have  their  great  martyr  book, 
which  was  in  the  Dutch  language,  translated  and  printed  in 
German.  For  this  work  there  was  nobody  in  the  whole 
country  considered  better  fitted  than  the  brotherhood  in 
Ephrata,  since  they  had  a  new  printing  office  and  paper  mill, 
and  moreover,  could  place  hands  enough  upon  the  work. 
After  the  building  of  the  mill  was  completed,  the  printing  of 
the  martyr  book  was  taken  in  hand,  for  which  important  work 
fifteen  brethren  were  selected,  of  whom  nine  had  their  task  in 
the  printing  office,  viz. :  a  corrector,  who  was  also  translator, 
four  compositors  and  four  pressmen  ;  the  others  worked  in 
the  paper  mill.  Three  years  were  spent  upon  this  book,  but 
the  work  was  not  continuous,  because  often  the  supply  of 
paper  was  deficient.     And  since  in  the  meantime  there  was 
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very  little  other  business  on  hand,  the  brethren  got  deeply 
into  debt,  but  through  the  great  demand  for  the  book  this 
was  soon  liquidated.  It  was  printed  in  large  folio,  using  six- 
teen quires  of  paper,  and  making  an  edition  of  thirteen  hun- 
dred copies.  In  a  council  held  with  the  Mennonites,  the  price 
for  a  single  copy  was  fixed  at  twenty  shillings,  from  which  it 
can  be  seen  that  the  reasons  for  printing  it  were  very  different 
from  a  hope  of  profit.  That  this  martyr  book  was  a  cause  of 
many  trials  to  the  recluses,  and  added  not  a  little  to  their 
spiritual  martyrdom,  is  still  in  fresh  remembrance.'  " 

In  this  rather  remarkable  way  have  been  fortunately 
preserved  the  particulars  concerning  the  publication  of  the 
Ephrata  martyr  book. 

The  publication  of  the  first  part  was  completed  in  1748, 
and  the  second  in  1749.  It  is  a  massive  folio  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred and  twelve  pages. 

The  before- mentioned  Heinrich  Funk  and  Dielman  Kolb 
were  appointed  a  committee  by  the  Mennonites  to  make  the 
arrangement  with  the  community  at  Ephrata,  and  to  super- 
vise the  translation.  Their  certificate  is  appended,  saying : 
"  It  was  desired  by  very  many  in  Pennsylvania  that  there 
should  be  a  German  translation  and  edition  of  the  martyr 
book  of  the  defenceless  Christians  or  Tauffs-gcsiiuitcii,  before 
printed  in  the  Dutch  language. 

Heinrich  Funk  and  Dielman  Kolb  had  such  a  great  love 
for  this  book  that  they  both,  with  common  consent,  gave  their 
time  and  labor  to  it ;  and  as  the  sheets  came  from  the  press 
and  were  sent  to  therfi  in  their  order,  went  over  them  one  at 
a  time,  comparing  them  with  the  Dutch  ;  and  in  this  work 
have  not  omitted  a  single  verse. 

The  Kolbs  or  Kulps  were  among  the  leaders  of  the 
Mennonite  church,  and  the  founders  of  many  Baptist  or  Men- 
nonite  organizations.  They  refused  belief  in  infant  baptism, 
and  in  the  realism  of  baptism  without  faith  and  repentance. 
Dielman  Kolb,  the  brother  of  Henry,  Martin  and  Jacob,  gave 
his  big  brain  and  bigger  endeavor  to  the  translation  of  "  Dcr 
Bliitigc  ScJia2iplatz  odcr  Martyrcr  Spiegel!'     All  the  Kolbs  or 
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Kulps  of  the  older  time  lent  their  efforts  to  good  works,  and 
from  the  earliest  settlement  of  the  Germans  in  Penns\'lvania 
to  the  present  time,  there  has  been  a  large  -number  of  Men- 
nonite  preachers  of  the  name  of  Kolb  or  Kulp,  particularly 
in  the  counties  of  Bucks  and  Montgomery,  Pa. ;  also  in  the 
West.

Rev.  Moses  H.  Gottshall,  the  son  of  William  Z.  and 
Magdalena  (Hunsberg-er)  Gottsh  dl,  was  born  March  25, 
181 5,  in  Frederick  township,  Montgomery  county.  Pa.  He 
was  the  sixth  son  of  a  famil}-  of  thirteen  children.  He  was 
studious,  intelligent  and  obedient,  possessed  of  more  than 
ordinary  piety  and  reverence.  He  received  his  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  day,  which  provided  him  with  a 
very  limited  education,  the  Word  of  God,  however,  being  his 
chief  delight  and  principal  study.  He  was  married  to  Hannah 
Clemens  on  February  6,  1840,  and  took  charge  of  his  father's 
farm,  where  he  spent  all  his  life-time.  On  December  3,  1847, 
he  was  called  and  ordained  to  the  ministry  in  the  Mennonite 
church,  and  became  the  first  pastor  of  the  Schwenksville 
Mennonite  church.  In  1850  he  was  ordained  bishc-p  of  the 
same  church,  and  later  he  was  chosen  bishop  also  of  the 
Deep  Run  and  the  Branch  congregations  in  Bucks  county, 
and  the  liowmansville  congregation  in  Lancaster  county, 
which  he  also  organized.  In  October,  1865,  he  organized 
the  First  Mennonite  Church,  in  Philadelphia,  and  became  its 
bishop.  At  his  death,  Boyertown  congregation,  in  Berks 
county,  was  also  in  his  district.  He  was  a  man  of  wonderful 
oratorical  ability,  liberal-minded  but  sincere  and  consistent, 
and  for  popularity  among  all  denominations  he  had  hardly 
an  equal.      His  services  weie  all  without  any  pay,  and  he  was 
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obliged  to  work  hard  for  his  support,  yet  with  all  he  was 
eminently  successful. 

His  life  was  also  beclouded  with  sorrow.  His  wife  died 
May  8,  1856,  and  of  the  eight  children  which  she  bore  unto 
him,  it  was  his  doom  to  follow  four  to  the  grave.  He  married 
his  second  wife,  Mary  Shelly,  July  18,  1857,  and  his  successor 
is  his  only  son  by  his  second  wife. 

When,  after  forty-one  years  of  active  service  in  the 
Lord's  vineyard,  the  Ma^t^r  came  to  call  him  home,  he  found 
him  busily  engaged  at  his  post.  On  October  21,  1888,  he 
preached  his  last  sermon  in  the  Deep  Run  congregation, 
from  the  text.  Rom.  14:  10-14,  It  was  accompanied  with 
more  than  usual  fervor  and  earnestness.  He  came  home 
sick,  and  five  days  later,  October  26,  1888,  he  fell  asleep  in 
Jesus,  aged  seventy-three  years,  seven  months  and  one  day. 

His  funeral  was  the  largest  ever  held  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, fully  fifteen  hundred  people  being  present,  among  them 
twenty-seven  ministers  from  different  denominations.  His  re- 
mains lie  beside  those  of  his  departed  wife,  children  and  par- 
ents, in  the  Mennonite  burying-ground,  Schwenksville,  Pa.

Rev.  William  S.  Gottshall,  the  youngest  son  of  Rev. 
Moses  H.  Gottshall,  and  his  second  wife,  Mary  (Shelly)  Gott- 
shall, was  born  in  Frederick  township,  Montgomery  county, 
Pa.,  near  the  present  village  of  Schwenksville,  on  June  23, 
1865.  Like  his  ancestors,  he  was  trained  to  the  work  on  the 
farm,  but  his  father  relinquishing  the  farm  when  he  was  twelve 
years  of  age  gave  him  a  better  opportunity  to  acquire  a  liberal 
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education  in  the  public  schools.  The  short  term  of  onh'  fi\-e 
months,  the  crowded  school,  although  materially  checking 
his  progress,  could  not  prev^ent  him  from  becoming  a  favorite 
with  his  teachers  and  adv^anced  scholars  of  the  public  schools. 
Subsequentl}'  he  attended  Perkiomen  Seminary  at  Penns- 
burg.  Pa.,  for  two  terms,  and  began  to  teach  school  at  the 
age  of  seventeen,  teaching  three  successive  terms  in  Mont- 
gomery county.  He  took  his  theological  course  at  Ursinus 
College,  CoUegeville,  Pa.,  1887-89. 

When  his  father's  duties  as  minister  of  the  Gospel  began 
to  be  too  heavy  for  him,  and  he  felt  the  infirmities  of  old  age 
creeping  upon  him,  \\"illi  im  was  chosen  as  his  successor  when 
but  nineteen  years  of  age.  He  was  ordained  October  15, 
1884,  and  as  bishop  November  24,  1886,  serving  as  his  father's 
assistant  until  his  death,  when  the  father's  mantle  fell  upon 
the  son  and  he  became  bishop  of-  tlie  congregations  at 
Schwenksville,  Bertolet's,  Bo}'ertown,  Deep  Run  and  Bow- 
mans\ille.  At  present  Deep  Run  and  Boyertown  have  been 
detached,  and  Pottstown  has  been  added  to  his  charge. 

On  September  22,  1886,  he  was  married  to  Anna  K.  V^on 
Nieda,  of  Bowmansville,  Lancaster  county.  The\'  ha\'e  two 
children.  He  is  Secretar\'  of  the  Eastern  District  Conference 
of  the  Mennonite  Church,  and  member  of  the  Mennonite 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions.

on  his  father's  farm,  after  which  he  went  to  Schwcnksville, 
where  he  learned  the  trade  of  milHng. 

In  the  spring  of  1872  he  was  chosen  minister  by  the 
Mennonite  church,  of  Schwcnksville,  and  was  ordained  on 
June  30th  of  tiiat  year. 

He  continued  as  assistant  to  Moses  H.  Gottschall  until 
October,  1882,  when  he  became  the  pastor  of  the  First  Men- 
nonite Church,  of  Philadelphia. 

In  1877  he  opened  a  well-equipped  printing  office,  and 
the  same  year  established  the  "  Schwcnksville  Item,"  of  which 
he  continued  to  be  publisher  and  editor  until  the  spring  of 
1883,  when  he  disposed  of  his  entire  business  and  became  the 
stated  pastor  of  his  present  charge,  having  built  the  previously 
small  and  scattered  flock  of  the  First  Mennonite  Church  until 
now  the  congregation  numbers  upw-ards  of  four  hundred 
members. 

Mr.  Grubb  is  a  public  spirited  man,  not  allowing  a  spare 
moment  to  pass  by  unimproved.  For  nineteen  years  he  has 
been  associated  as  a  member  of  the  Publishing  Board  of  the 
Mennonite  Church  of  North  America,  having  been  its  pre- 
siding officer  for  the  most  of  that  time.  He  has  for  many 
years  been  a  member  of  the  Home  Mission  and  Church  Kx- 
tension  Board  of  the  PLastern  District  Conference,  and  at  the 
present  time  he  is  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Conference. 

He  is  always  prominently  identified  with  the  religious 
work  of  Philadelphia,  being  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  Evangelical  Alliance  of  Philadelphia;  also,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  "  P'irst-Day  "  So- 
ciety, of  Philadelphia. 

He  is  very  prominently  identified  with  the  work  of  Chris- 
tian P^ndeavor,  and  for  a  number  of  years  has  taken  active 
part  in  the  great  conventions,  both  international  and  state. 

Since  the  age  of  seventeen  he  has  always  been  active  in 
Sunday  school  work.  His  aid  and  counsel  is  sought  by  many 
outside  of  his  own  church  and  denomination. 

It  was  he  who  conceived  the  great  need  of  an  English 
church   paper  for  the   PLastern   Church,  and,   asking  several 
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brethren  to  cooperate  with  him,  he  estabhshed  "The  Mennon- 
ite,"  and  for  six  years  he  was  its  editor,  when  compelled  with 
pressing  and  accumulating  duties  to  ask  to  be  relieved.  "  The 
Mennonite "  is  now  the  English  organ  of  the  Mennonite 
Church  of  North  America,  made  so  at  the  suggestion  of  its 
founder  in  1893. 

On  July  4,  1872,  Mr.  Grubb  married  Salome  C,  daughter 
of  Joseph  H.  and  Catharine  {/wc  Clemens)  Gottshall.  Six 
children  blessed  this  union,  three  of  which,  two  daughters 
and  one  son,  died  while  quite  young.  Three  sons  are  still 
living,  Silas  M.,  the  oldest,  having  been  licensed  to  preach  by 
the  Eastern  District  Conference  last  May;  William  H.  is 
learning  the  mercantile  business  ;  and  Wallace  B.  is  still  at- 
tending the  public  school.

JOHANNES  KOLB. 


Johannes  Kolb,  born  June  19,  1683;  came  to  America  in 
1707,  and  settled  at  Germantown.  He  moved  to  Skippack, 
now  Montgomery  county,  Pa.,  in  1709,  and  bought  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  acres  of  land.  The  deed  is  dated  December  15, 
1709,  and  is  recorded  in  Philadelphia.  His  name  also  appears 
on  a  petition  for  a  road  to  Farmar's  mills,  on  the  Wissahickon, 
in  17 1 3,  and  on  the  tax  list  in  1734,  for  one  hundred  and  fifty 
acres.  In  1734  he  sold  a  farm  in  Skippack  township;  the 
deed  of  .said  sale  is  recorded  in  Philadelphia.  He  was  married, 
his  wife's  first  name,  Sarah,  appearing  in  the  deed. 

Judge  Samuel  W.  Pcnnypacker  has  in  his  possession 
and  is  the  owner  of  a  very  old  book,  which  has  been  in  the 
Kolb  family  for  many  years,  as  the  following  records  will 
show,  which  are  written  in  the  book,  in  the  German  lan- 
guage, viz. :

I  was  not  able  to  find  anything  further  of  Johannes  Kolb. 
It  is,  however,  a  well  known  fact  that  about  1734  many  families 
emigrated  from  Pennsylvania  to  South  Carolina,  and  also  that 
the  Mennonites  had  a  small. congregation  there.  It  may  be 
possible  that  th.c  family  of  Johannes  Kolb  was  one  of  them. 
I  would,  therefore,  beg  the  reader  of  this  volume  to  read 
carefully  the  following  correspondence,  and  compare  care- 
fully the  names  with  the  old  family  names,  and  the  dates  and 
circumstances. 

It  is  the  general  opinion  among  many  that  the  Kulps  who 
settled  on  the  Pedee  river,  South  Carolina,  were  the  descend- 
ants of  Johannes  Kolb,  of  Skippack,  Pa.

Kulp  :

Dear  Sir: — Enclosed  find  an  account  of  the  South  Car- 
olina Kolbs.  I  do  not  know  what  to  make  out  of  them.  The 
similarity  of  names,  Henry,  Peter,  Jacob  and  Martin,  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  they  belonged  to  our  family.  Rupp 
also  does  not  mention  them. 

Being  soldiers  would  seem  to  indicate  that  they  were  not 
Mennonites,  unless  the  circumstances  under  which  they  colo- 
nized made  them  such.  Yours  truly,

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"In  1 75  I ,  a  name  appeared  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  settlements  on  the  Pedee,  which  was  destined  to  become 
distinguished  in  its  future  history.  On  the  second  of  April  of 
that  year,  Henry  Kolb  petitioned  council  for  lanti  in  or  near 
the  Welsh  tract,  stating  that  he  was  a  settler  in  the  same  with 
three  in  family,  himself  and  two  negroes,  and  that  he  was  will- 
ing to  cultivate  the  soil.  He  obtained  a  grant  for  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  acres.  Two  years  later,  Peter  Kolb  also  peti- 
tioned for  land,  stating  that  he  had  for  some  years  been  a 
settler  in  ^he  Welsh  tract ;  also  Jacob  Kolb,  who  appeared, 
from  his  petition,  to  have  had  then  a  plantation  on  the  Pedee. 
He  asked  for  more  land.  Martin  Kolb  was  another  settler  of 
the  name.  They  came  from  Pennsylvania. —  Gregg's  History 
of  tJic  Old  CItcraws,  page  83. 

Peter  Kolb  married  Ann,  the  eldest  daughter  of  Rev. 
Philip  James.  The  fruits  of  this  marriage  were  five  children  : 
Abel,  who  became  so  distinguished,  married  Sarah  James  ; 
Ann  James,  who  married  Joshua  Edwards ;  Hannah,  who 
married  Joseph  Dabbs ;  Benjamin,  who  married  Elizabeth 
Murphy;  and  Sarah,  who  married  pA^ander  Mclves. 

The  late  Jehu  .Kolb,  of  Darlingt^  n,  was  a  collateral  rela- 
tive of  Abel  Kolb,  probably  the  grandson  of  one  of  the  first 
settlers  of  the  name  already  mentioned.  He  was  a  man  of 
unassuming  character  and  retiring  virtues,  but  bold  and  fear- 
less when  occasion  demanded.  He  rendered  effective  services 
in  the  Revolution,  carrying  the  marks  of  serious  injuries 
received  to  his  grave  and  died  some  years  since,  universally 
respected — Gregg's  History  of  the  Old  Chcraivs,  page  83-4. 
By  Richardson  &  Co..  New  York,  1867. 

The  Welsh  who  formed  the  settlement  were  from  Penny- 
pack,  Pa.,  and  New  Castle  county,  Delaware. 

On  June  22,  1775,  Provincial  Congress  appointed  Abel 
Kolb  and  others  a  Committee  of  Observation  for  the  parish  of 
St.  David.  PY'bruary  20,  1776,  Abel  Kolb  was  appointed 
Captain  in  Col.  Powell's  regiment  of  militia.  The  Committee 
of  Observation  for  St.  David's  parish  continued  to  meet  on 
May  4.  1776.      Mr.  Pugh  says:  "Went  to  .Abel  Kolb's  to  the 
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committee.  *  *  *  Mr.  Kolb,  a  man  of  retiring  disposition 
but  of  ardent  patriotism  and  fearless  spirit,  was  now  coming 
rapidly  into  notice.  He  appears  not  to  have  had  the  advan- 
tages of  education  possessed  by  some  of  his  contemporaries. 
This  circumstance,  together  with  his  natural  modesty,  prob- 
ably kept  him  at  first  from  taking  a  prominent  part  in  the 
public  affairs  of  the  time.  His  superior  qualities  of  head  and 
heart,  however,  could  not  remain  unknown  to  or  unappreci- 
ated by  the  people.  With  the  growing  exigencies  of  the  times 
the  popular  instinct  turned  at  once  to  those  who  were  fitted 
by  nature  to  be  militar)'  leaders  during  so  stormy  a  period. 
Of  these,  Abel  Kolb  was  soon  to  take  a  conspicuous  place. — 
Gregg's  History,  page  268. 

In  1777  Abel  Kolb  was  Lieutenant  Colonel. 

In    1778   Abel    Kolb  was   elected   to   the   Legislature  of 
South  Carolina. 

In  1780  Abel  Kolb  was  Colonel.  The  fury  of  the  Tories 
was  directed  chiefly  against  Colonel  Kolb,  who  had  rendered 
himself  most  obnoxious  by  his  repeated  successes  in  captur- 
ing and  punishing  some  of  their  most  active  and  notable  men, 
and  they  were  particularly  excited  against  him  now  that  his 
path  in  the  late  expedition  had  been  marked  by  the  blood  of 
several  of  their  fa\-orite  companions.  Nothing,  as  subse- 
quentl}'  appeared,  was  to  satisfy  them  short  of  his  life.  No 
sooner  had  he  departed  from  the  neighborhood  of  Catfish, 
than  a  plan  was  got  on  foot  to  surprise  him  in  the  bosom  of 
his  family  and  put  him  to  death.  ...  It  was  arranged 
that  they  should  reach  Colonel  Kolb's  at  a  late  hour  of  the 
night.  Riding  up  rapidly  under  cover  of  darkness  the  sur- 
prise was  complete  The  high  quahties  of  the  gallant  Kolb, 
suddenly  aroused  from  sleep,  with  his  loved  ones  around  him, 
.  .  .  and  a  brutal  foe  thirsting  for  blood  at  his  door,  were 
now  to  be  put  upon  their  last  and  severest  trial.  His  family 
consisted  of  Mrs.  Kolb,  an  only  daughter  (then  a  child),  and 
two  sisters,  Mrs.  Edwards  and  Mrs.  Mclves.  Two  young 
men  named  Evans  were  also  with  the  family.  They  had 
probably  accompanied  the  colonel  on  his  late  expedition,  and 
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were  members  of  his  staff.  The  house  was  well  secured  and 
the  inmates  doubly  armed.  Well  knowing  the  bloody  pur- 
pose and  desperate  character  of  the  foe,  Colonel  Kolb's  first 
impulse  was  to  sell  his  life  as  dearly  as  possible.  A  deter- 
mined resistance  was  accordingly  made,  though  in  the  face  of 
overpowering  numbers,  and,  as  some  accounts  represent,  but 
incorrectly,  perhaps,  several  of  the  Tory  party  were  killed. 
Not  knowing  the  number  within,  and  excited  to  desperation 
by  the  resistance  offered,  if  not  the  havoc  made  in  their  ranks, 
the  Tories  threatened  to  burn  the  dwelling  with  its  inmates  if 
Colonel  Kolb  did  not  at  once  surrender.  It  is  said  by  one 
authority  the  house  was  actually  fired.  Reduced  to  the  last 
extremity,  and  moved  by  the  entreaties  of  the  ladies,  whose 
consternation  must  have  been  great,  the  colonel  agreed  to 
deliver  himself  up  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  The  proposition  was 
accepted,  and  he  went  forth,  accompanied  by  his  wife  and 
sisters,  and  when  almost  in  the  act  of  presenting  his  sword,, 
was  treacherously  shot  on  the  spot.  This  deed  was  perpe- 
trated by  Mike  Goings,  a  private  in  the  Tory  ranks.  Thomas 
Evans,  upon  this  murderous  breach  of  faith,  attempted  to 
escape,  but  was  shot,  and  died  soon  after  from  the  effects  of 
the  wound.  The  dwelling  was  then  plundered  and  afterwards 
set  on  fire.  The  Tories  made  a  hasty  retreat. — Gregg  s  His- 
tojy,  360,  361. 

Thus  ended,  for  the  region  of  the  Upper  Pedee,  April  28, 
1 78 1,  one  of  the  saddest  days  in  its  history.  The  leader,  to 
whom  all  eyes  had  proudly  looked,  was  no  more.  Cut  off  in 
the  prime  of  his  manhood,  and  in  the  midst  of  a  career  of  use- 
fulness for  his  country,  before  his  noble  qualities  had  yet  been 
fully  developed,  he  would  doubtless  have  reached  much  higher 
distinctions  as  a  partisan  leader  had  his  life  been  spared.  He 
was  a  man  of  retiring  disposition,  but  firm,  unyielding,  when 
principle  was  involved  ;  decided  in  his  views,  and  of  the  high- 
est order  of  courage.  His  education  was  limited,  but  a  sound 
and  discriminating  mind  made  amends  for  the  want  of  early 
cultivation.  He  had  amassed  a  comfortable  fortune,  and 
contributed  liberally  in  means  as  well  as  personal  efforts  to 
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the  cause  of  independence.  In  person  he  was  of  medium 
size,  and  comely,  though  not  striking  in  appearance. 

His  death,  at  such  a  juncture,  was  well  calculated  to  fill 
the  minds  of  the  Whigs  of  Pedee  for  a  time  with  despondency. 

In  a  letter  to  Marion,  General  Green  alluded  to  the  death 
of  Colonel  Kolb  with  unaffected  sorrow.  Ramsey,  the  first 
historian  of  the  Revolution,  of  Carolina,  recorded  it  briefly. 

On  the  hearts  of  his  sorrowing  countr)-men,  who  knew 
him  best,  his  real  worth  was  impressed  in  characters  which 
time  could  never  efface.  Tradition  has  assigned  him  the  first 
place,  perhaps,  in  the  confidence  and  affection  of  the  people 
among  the  military  men  of  that  da\-. —  Gn-^^'s  History,  pages 
366,  367. 

Benjamin  Kolb,  John  Kolb  and  Peter  Kolb  were  soldiers 
in  the  Rexolution. —  G/ri^x's  Nis/orr,  page  410. 

There  is  a  Kolb  post-office  in  Cobb  county,  Georgia  ;  and 
a  Kolb  post-office  in  Brown  count}-,  Wisconsin.  There  is  a 
Culp  post-office  in  Baxter  count}-,  Arkansas  ;  a  Culp  post- 
office  in  Blair  county,  Pennsylvania ;  a  Culp  post-office  in 
Perry  count}-,  Tennessee;  and  a  Culp  post-office  in  Hill 
count}-,  Texas.  There  is  a  Kulj)s\'ille  post-office  in  Mont- 
gomery county,  Pennsylvania.  There  is  a  Culp  from  Penn- 
sylvania in  the  Federal  Congress  at  Washington.

Dear  Sir  : — I  know  almost  nothing  about  my  Kolb 
ancestry,  and  I  have  been  disappointed  in  obtaining  from  my 
father  as  I  expected  I  could.  Father  writes  me  :  "  Of  my 
grandfather  I  know  too  little  to  write  at  length."  They  con- 
sisted of  four  brothers,  and  I  think  three  or  four  sisters.  The 
brothers'  names  were  Ben,  Peter,  John  and  Augusteen.  The 
girls'  names  were  Barbara,  Margaret,  Katy,  and  I  think  there 
was  one  more,  but  I  am  not  certain.  They  were  here  in  the  days 
of  the  Revolution.  Barbara  was  scalped  by  the  Indians  dur- 
ing the  w-ar,  within  three  hundred  yards  of  w-here  I  now  live. 
There  was  a   Col.   Culp  killed  in  the  lower  counties  of  this 
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state  in  the  Re\'olution,  who  my  father  told  nie  was  a  relative, 
but  I  don't  know  how  close  a  kin  he  was.  When  grandfather 
Kolb  first  came  to  America  he  first  stopped  about  Albany, 
New  York.  Grandfather  Kolb's  old  staff  is  still  in  the  family, 
with  his  name  cut  on  it — "  Ben  Kolb."  I  don't  know  when 
they  first  came  to  America,  but  they  were  here  in  '76,  and  I 
think  grandfather  was  rather  an  old  man  at  that  time.

My  Dear  Nephew: — Yours  of  the  2d  inst.,  with  copy  of 
Mr.  Gassel's  letter,  came  a  few  days  ago,  and  I  read  both  with 
no  little  interest.  And  I  am  truly  sorry  to  say  that  there  has 
been  so  little  of  the  antiquarian  about  me  that  I  am  able  to 
furnish  but  little  information  on  the  subject  on  which  it  is 
sought.  My  understanding  is  that  my  grandfather,  Benjamin 
Kolb,  afterwards  changed  to  Kulp,  and  then  Gulp,  emigrated 
to  this  country  from  some  point  in  Pennsylvania,  some  time 
about  1770.  His  wife  was  Dorothy  Offenshein  (not  sure  this 
orthography  is  correct,  but  the  pronunciation  is).  In  my 
Other's  old  family  Bible  I  have  the  record  of  five  children 
born  to  them.  The  names  of  these  children  were  Gatharine, 
John  (my  father),  Mary,  Elizabeth  and  Henry.  I  am  not 
sure  that  Aunt  Gatharine,  the  oldest  of  these  children,  was 
born  in  this  State,  and  unless  they  came  here  before  Septem- 
ber 14,  1770,  she  was  born  in  Pennsylvania,  and  I  think 
was.  These  last  figures  are  given  as  the  date  of  her  birth. 
My  father's  natal  day  is  given  as  January  8,  1775,  and  he 
always  claimed  to  be  a  native  Carolinian,  so  that  the  family 
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was  certainly  here  prior  to  this  last  date,  and  possibly  before 
September  14,  1770,  the  date  of  Aunt  Catharine's  birth.  As 
an  evidence  that  grandfather  did  spell  his  name  Kolb,  I  have 
often  seen  an  old  palmetto  staff  with  his  name  so  cut  on  it. 
When  it  was  changed  to  its  present  orthography  is  beyond 
my  memory,  and  I  am  now  within  a  few  days  of  sixty-four 
years  old. 

My  own  grandmother,  Dorothy  Offenshein  Gulp,  died, 
•  as  I  have  often  been  told,  when  Uncle  Henry  was  quite  an 
infant,  and  the  date  of  his  birth  was  February  27,  1785. 
Grandfather  then  married  Rachel  Kline  (or  Klein),  and  to 
them  were  born  six  more  children,  Hannah,  Peter,  Benjamin, 
Margaret,  Sarah  and  William.  Our  grandfather,  I  am  told, 
had  some  three  or  four  brothers,  and  certainly  three  sisters. 
The  brothers  were  named  Augusteen,  and,  I  think,  Henry, 
Peter  and  John.  While  I  am  sure  I  am  correct  as  to  the  first 
of  these  names,  I  am  not  so  of  all  of  the  last,  nor  do  I  know 
that  I  bring  them  in,  in  the  order  of  their  respective  births. 
He  (grandfather)  certainly  had  three  sisters,  whose  names  I 
have  often  heard  him  repeat,  as  follows  :  Barbara,  Caty  and 
Margaret.  Barbara  was  married  to  a  man  named  McKinney, 
and  the  strange  historic  fact  is  recorded  of  her,  in  Mr.  P^llett's 
"  Women  of  the  Revolution,"  that  the  Indians  scalped  her 
and  left  her  for  dead  near  where  your  grandfather's  old  gin- 
house  stood,  now  on  your  father's  place,  but  that  she  re- 
covered from  the  ghastly  wound  which  they  inflicted,  and  be- 
ing enciente  at  the  time,  when  the  child  was  afterwards  born 
it  had  a  very  distinct  birth-mark  of  the  wound  which  had 
been  inflicted  on  its  mother,  near  its  own  spinal  column. 

The  other  two  sisters,  Margaret  and  Catharine,  married 
Brown  and  Probst  respectively.  Whether  they  brought  their 
husbands  with  them  from  Pennsylvania  or  not  I  cannot  say, 
but  Probst  is  such  a  good  old  German  name  that  I  think  that 
he  at  least  was  a  contribution  from  the  Keystone  State.  I 
could  give  you  some  idea  of  what  became  of  most  of  these  old 
people,  but  as  there  is  nothing  to  my  knowledge  of  very 
special  interest  connected  with  their  history,  save  the  incident 
already  mentioned,  I  do  not  suppose  that  Mr.  Cassel  would 
care  to  trace  it  further.  If  he  should  wish  to  hunt  up  any  of 
these  people  who  are  in  other  States,  I  could  give  him  the 
addresses  of  several  of  them.  I  cannot  trace  any  connection  to 
the  Pedee  man,  Col.  Kolb,  who  was  murdered  in  either  Marl- 
boro or  Darlington  county  by  negroes  and  Tories  during  the 
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Revolution,  but  entertain  no  doubt  of  it.  My  father  always 
believed  it.  I  am  ashamed  to  confess  that  I  am  not  quite 
certain  of  his  given  name,  but  feel  very  sure  that  it  was  John, 
and  if  so,  he  was  doubtless  the  man  that  Mr.  C.  says  they  lost 
sight  of  about  that  time  (175  i).  By  a  reference  to  my  scrap- 
book  I  am  confirmed  in  the  belief  that  Col.  Kolb's  given 
name  was  John,  for  I  have  it  in  print  from  no  less  authority 
than  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  J.  C.  Furman  of  this  State,  who  gave 
us  the  following  reminiscence  of  the  Revolution  of  1776: 
"The  road  which  passes  from  Bennettsville,  Marlboro  county, 
to  Society  Hill,  Darlington  county,  and  which  formerly 
crossed  the  Great  Pee  Dee  at  Spark's  Ferry,  passed  near  the 
site  of  the  Welsh  Neck  Church,  near  the  bank  of  the  stream. 
In  this  vicinity  stands  a  monument  which  was  erected  to  one 
of  the  patriots  of  the  Revolution,  Col.  John  Kolb  (or  Kulp,  as 
the  name  is  sometimes  spelled  and  always  pronounced).  Our 
venerable  brother.  Rev.  Evander  David,  now  of  Taylorsville, 
N.  C,  but  originally  of  the  Pee  Dee  county,  in  his  earlier  years 
exercised  his  ministry  in  Marlboro,  and  thus  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  gathering  some  traditions  of  the  past  which  have  not 
gotten  into  history.  The  venerable  Mr.  Pouncey  and  his  wife 
were  members  of  Salem  Church,  and  from  them  P>lder  David 
learned  the  incident  connected  with  the  killing  of  Col.  Kolb. 
Mrs.  Pouncey  was  a  daughter  of  the  colonel.  Col.  Kolb  was 
brutally  murdered  by  the  Tories  in  his  own  house.  He 
was  at  home  from  the  army  on  some  necessary  business. 
Two  young  men,  tailors  by  trade,  had  spent  the  night  at 
the  house  quite  unexpectedly  to  them  all.  A  considerable 
squad  of  Tories  raided  upon  the  house,  murdered  the  two 
young  men,  and  threatened  to  burn  the  house  if  Mrs.  Kolb 
would  not  produce  her  husband,  but  promising  not  to  hurt  him 
if  she  did.  Mrs.  Pouncey  stated  that  her  mother  came  down 
stairs  with  her  husband,  but  as  soon  as  his  foot  touched  the 
porch,  and  with  his  wife's  arms  around  him,  a  large  mulatto  who 
stood  at  the  end  of  the  porch  raised  his  gun  and  put  the  load  in 
her  father's  heart.  Mrs.  Pouncey  was  then  a  good  sized 
school  girl.  While  Mrs.  Pouncey  was  giving  this  state- 
ment her  aged  husband  mentioned  that  he  went  to  mill  the 
same  day  and  saw  the  same  squad  of  men  near  Brown's  mill 
shoot  and  kill  a  man  named  Flowers,  who  was  trying  to  make 
his  escape  from  them.  Such  memories  as  these,  brother  David 
rightly  suggests,  we  ought  to  cherish  as  reminders  of  the  suf- 
fering patriotism  to  which,  under  God,  we  owe  our  liberties. 
F."     In  the  same  scrap-book  I  find-  also  a  special  communi-

cation  to  one  of  our  state  papers  in  which  the  name  of  "John 
Gulp"  is  prominently  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  war 
of  the  revolution.  An  extract  from  this  paper  reads  thus  : 
"  James  Neal  was  afterwards  a  prisoner  of  war  in  Charleston. 
While  there  he  so  won  over  one  of  his  captors  that  he 
changed  clothes  with  the  prisoner  and  so  assisted  him  to 
escape.  At  one  time  he  was  with  a  party  who  had  been 
drawn  into  an  ambush  by  the  notorious  Col.  Tarleton,  but  by 
the  skill  and  address  of  Col.  Hager,  their  commander,  they 
were  rescued.  Neal  was  once  slightly  wounded  in  the  leg  by 
a  bayonet.  This  commander,  John  Gulp,  was  also  wounded 
at  the  same  time.  This  took  place  during  our  assault  on 
some  position  held  by  the  British.  They  were  both  wounded 
just  as  they  got  into  the  works."  From  this  we  might  readily 
infer  that  this  John  Culp  was  the  veritable  Col.  Kolb,  with 
the  name  differently  spelled ;  but  the  correspondent  adds, 
"These  men  lived  long  after  the  war,  and  died  in  1835.  Neal, 
on  Sunday,  and  Culp  the  following  Wednesday,"  which  shows 
that  they  must  have  been  different  men,  though  possibly 
father  and  son  with  the  names  spelled  differently,  as  is  so 
often  the  case.  This  is  all  the  information  I  now  have  of  the 
Pee  Dee  Kolbs  or  Culps.  If  Mr.  C.  wishes  to  investigate  fur- 
ther I  think  Chief  Justice  Mclvos,  of  our  Supreme  Court, 
whose  present  address  is  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  or  Judge 
Joshua  Hudson,  of  Bennettsville,  South  Carolina,  or  Rev. 
John  Stout,  of  Society  Hill,  or  Rev.  A.  J.  S.  Thomas,  of 
Green\-ille,  South  Carolina,  can  give  him  all  the  attainable 
facts  in  the  case. 

I  don't  know  his  nativity,  but  I  have  scarcely  a  doubt 
but  that  Reuben  F.  Kolb,  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  of 
Alabama,  is  a  descendant  of  the  Pennsylvania  Kolbs.  If  Mr. 
C.  has  not  done  so,  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  him  to  corre- 
spond with  him,  for  I  judge  that  he  can  give  him  some  inter- 
esting facts  connected  with  the  name.  His  address  is  Mont- 
gomery, Alabama,  or  at  least  I  think  it  is  Montgomery.  F"rom 
the  noise  he  has  made  in  Alabama,  he  is  evidently  a  man  of 
fine  attainments  and  many  sterling  qualities.  It  is  he  who  is 
credited  with  originating  the  Kolb  Gem  watermelon,  which 
stands  at  the  head  of  shipping  melons  from  the  South. 

Now  I  do  not  know  that  I  can  add  one  single  item  which 
could  possibly  interest  Mr.  G.,  so  I  will  close  this  letter  with 
the  announcement  that  we  are  all  as  well  as  usual,  and  hope 
that  you  are  all  in  possession  of  good  health ;  would  be  glad 
to  see  you  and   your  famil}'  at  any  time  at  our  house.     Your 
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father  brought  "  Auntie"  home  Saturday,  and  reported  all  as 
well  as  usual.  He  does  not  think  }'our  mother  improves 
much  in  a  general  way,  though  she  is  recovering  from  her 
last  attack  which  gave  her  so  much  trouble  over  the  river, 
and  since  her  return  home. 

Affectionately  your  uncle,  John   R.  Gulp. 

N.  B. — While  in  prison  on  Johnson's  Island,  in  1865,  I 
there  found  amongst  the  garrison  that  guarded  us  a  Sergeant, 
Henry  Kulp.  I  think  he  wrote  his  name  with  the  K,  and  his 
size,  complexion,  movements  etc.,  afforded  a  striking  resem- 
blance to  your  uncle  Henry  and  your  father.  You  are  aware 
that  the  conditions  then  existing  were  not  of  the  most  amica- 
ble nature,  and  our  relations  never  became  especially  cordial, 
but  believing  him  to  be  a  kinsman  as  I  did,  and  still  do,  I 
have  ever  felt  a  degree  of  interest  in  him,  which  did  not  attach 
to  any  other  member  of  the  garrison,  and  I  would  be  glad  to 
know  what  became  of  him.  I  do  not  think  he  was  much,  if 
any,  older  than  myself,  at  that  time  in  my  thirty-sixth  year. 

To  return  to  the  subject  of  our  grandfather  I  would  re- 
mark that  I  have  scarcely  a  doubt  of  his  being  a  son  of  one 
of  the  five  sons  of  Dillman  Kolb,  and  I  wish  the  connexion 
could  be  traced  with  certainty,  but  at  this  late  day  I  suppose 
it  will  be  out  of  the  question  to  do  so. 

The  above  long  letter  of  John  R.  Gulp,  of  South  Garolina, 
to  Jas.  P.  Gulp,  of  Gastonia,  North  Garolina,  and  by  him  for- 
warded to  D.  K.  Gassel,  at  Philadelphia,  Pa.

Dear  Sir: — I've  been  informed  by  a  friend  who  now 
ownes  the  land  that  Kassel  Kolb  was  granted  on  Gatauba 
river  near  Handsford,  in  Ghester  District,  South  Garolina,  by 
King  George  III  in  1734. 

I've  written  Glerk  of  Gourt  there  for  information  from 
his  records,  and  hope  to  be  able  to  write  you  more  fully  in  a 
week  or  ten  days.  I've  been  informed  by  a  citizen  of  this 
town  that  John  Kolb  emigrated  from  Pennsylvania  with  his 
(the  citizen's)  great-great-grandfather,  and  settled  near  Gherry- 
ville,  in  this  state,  at  that  time  Rutherford  District ;  can  give 
no  dates  and  rather  doubt  correctness,  but  have  written  Glerk 
of  Gourt  at  Rutherford,  asking  him  to  look  his  records. 
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Who  could  Kassel  Kolb  have  been?  It  seems  quite  im- 
possible for  me  to  trace  my  ancestry  further  than  my  great 
grandfather.  My  uncle  and  father  seem  positive  that  my  great 
grandfather  was  a  native  of  Germany.

My  father's  name  was  Geo.  Kilsey,  and  his  father's  given 
name  was  Austin.  My  pa  was  born  in  Abbeville,  S.  C.  (I 
think),  in  1804.  .  He  also  had  brothers  Ben,  Nathan,  Jonathan, 
Dave,  and  James. 

We  use  to  spell  our  name  Kolb,  later  Kulp,  and  of  re- 
cent years  Gulp.,  I  have  heard  my  father  often  speak  of  his 
relatives  in  Pa.,  and  during  the  late  war  he  sent  one  of  them 
some  money  to  some  Federal  prison,  I  think  Johnson's  Island. 
I  remember  the  circumstances  very  well,  but  we  never  heard 
from  him.  There  is  an  old  man,  Daniel  Kolb,  living  about  25 
miles  from  here.  I  often  see  him.  I  will  talk  with  him  and 
write  you  later.

Dear  Sir  : — Yours  of  the  29th  received.  I  would  be 
glad  to  get  a  copy  of  your  forthcoming  work.  I  am  sorry 
that  I  cannot  give  you  much  information  about  the  Kulps  in 
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Ohio.  They  originally  settled  in  Fairfield  county,  Ohio,  and 
my  grandfather,  Christian  Gulp,  removed  to  Huron  county, 
Ohio,  in  1819,  and  built  the  first  grist  mill  in  northern  Ohio. 
For  many  years  the  early  geographies  gave  as  an  important 
point  Gulp's  dam  and  Gulp's  mill.  Ghristian  Gulp  was  a  fine, 
intelligent  old  gentleman,  as  I  remember  him ;  a  man  of 
wealth  and  refinement.  For  thirty-six  years  he  was  justice  of 
the  peace  in  his  township.  His  father,  Henry  Gulp,  came  to 
Ohio  from  Virginia,  Rockingham  county.  Henry  Gulp  had 
six  sons  and  some  daughters,  Ghristian,  Henry,  Jacob,  John 
and  David.  The  descendants  of  the  other  brothers  removed 
to  northwest  and  western  Ohio,  Illinois,  and  from  tl,iere  have 
scattered  over  the  west.  Ghristian  Gulp  married  lEleanoV 
Burton  in  181 5.  She  was  from  Hagerstown,  Md.  They  had 
John,  Dolly,  Polly,  Henry,  Graham,  Isaac  and  Jacob.  John 
married  Gatharine  Trench  Taylor  September  15,  1840,  in 
Plymouth,  Ohio.  They  had  Edwin,  P.dward  G.,  Gharles  G., 
Frank,  Isaac  Burton.  Edwin  and  Frank  died  at  three  years 
of  age.  Isaac  B.  v/as  appointed  to  the  Naval  Academy  in 
i8<^8,  and  died  from  trouble  contracted  at  the  academy  while 
engaged  in  a  boat  race.  Edward  G.  married  Lucy  Esther 
Preston,  at  Norwalk,  Ohio,  November  29,  1 864,  while  on 
leave  of  absence  in  the  army.  He  entered  the  service  as  a 
private  soldier  in  April,  1861,  when  just  eighteen  years  of  age, 
and  served  without  interruption  for  five  years  and  three 
months,  during  which  time  he  was  promoted  successively 
through  all  the  grades  of  his  regiment — the  Twenty-fifth  Ohio 
Infantry — to  lieutenant  colonel,  and  was  twice  brevetted  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States  for  gallantry,  once  as 
lieutenant  colonel  and  once  as  colonel.  Edward  G.  Gulp  and 
Lucy  Gulp  had  John  Preston,  Gharles  Willard,  Lucy,  Kate, 
F'rank  Goodwin  and  Mary  Gulp.  Lucy  and  Kate  died  in 
infancy.  John  Preston  married  Clara  B.  Hanbach,  in  Osborn, 
Kansas,  December  21,  1887,  and  have  two  children,  Muriel 
and  Lucy.  Gharles  W.  is  a  physician  of  excellent  education 
and  practice.     Frank  G.  and  Mary  are  still  at  school. 

Gharles  Ghristian  Kulp,  the  remaining  son  of  John  Gulp, 
married  Clara  Nickles,  in  Salina,  Kansas,  in  1875.  They  have 
four  sons,  Edward  Halsey,  Carlos  A.,  Lewis  Hanback  and 
Clarence,  all  school-boys.  Charles  C.  Kulp  is  a  prominent 
citizen  of  this -State,  and  has  been  for  some  years  and  is  now 
President  of  the  Hamilton  Investment  Company. 

Going  back  to  the  children  of  Ghristian  Gulp,  Dolly  died 
in   early  wifehood,  leaving   no    children.      Poll)-  married  P^d- 
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ward  Sherman,  in  Plymouth,  Ohio,  1835.  They  have  two 
children,  Jacob  and  Lizzie.  Jacob  married  Elizabeth  Wyandt, 
and  they  have  two  children,  Edward  and  Millie.  Edward 
married  Mary  R.  Strong.  Lizzie  Sherman  married  Newton 
Fleming,  and  they  have  three  children.  Henry  married 
Nancy  i^aker,  in  Huron  county,  Ohio,  and  their  descendants 
are  all  living  in  that  section  of  the  State.     Graham  married 

Rebecca  Smith,  and  had  one  child,  Dolly,  who  married  

Nelson.  They  have  one  child,  and  live  in  Evanston,  111. 
Isaac  died  in  early  life,  having  married  Katy  Jane  Bodly ;  no 
children.  Jacob  married  Anna  Johns,  and  they  had  several 
children  and  grandchildren,  now  living  in  and  near  Mansfield, 
Ohio. 

If  you  would  write  to  Mrs.  Sherman  Gulp  she  could  get 
access  to  the  old  family  Bible  of  the  Kulp  family  and  give 
earlier  information  of  my  grandfather's  family.  Her  address 
is  Plymouth,  Ohio. 

The  Ohio  Kulps  are  generally  Democrats,  although 
some  of  the  family,  coming  to  the  front  about  war-time,  had 
the  grace  to  be  Republicans.  I  have  never  known  a  Gulp  to 
slough  off  into  any  "ism."  They  are  not  found  in  the  Popu- 
list ranks,  although  many  of  them  are  farmers.  They  have 
never  belonged  to  the  Prohibition  party,  although  they  are 
generally  temperate.  They  are  noted,  generally,  as  good 
livers,  living  full}-  up  to  their  incomes,  fond  of  horses,  and 
great  admirers  of  women.  They  general!}'  marry  early  and 
have  large  families.  I  have  never  known  of  a  woman  of  the 
family  doing  anything  discreditable  or  bringing  the  name  into 
disrepute.  The}'  are  wise  virgins.  The  men  of  the  family 
average  in  morality  with  the  best  in  the  land  ;  at  least  they 
have  no  divorces,  and  never  give  themselves  away.  They  are 
generally  Methodists  or  Episcopalians. 

Please  let  me  hear  from  you  again.  While  my  home  is 
here,  half  of  my  time  is  ia  California,  where  I  am  engaged  in 
mining.

Dear  Sir  : — My  brother,  Amos  Gulp,  who  li\es  in 
Louisville,  Ky.,  wrote  me,  of  recent  date,  that  you  were  pre- 
paring to  get  up  a  history  of  the  Gulp  family.  I  presume  my 
brother  Amos,  of  Louisville,  who  is  over  two  years  older  than 
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I  am,  has  given  you  all  the  information  about  the  genealogy 
of  our  family  that  I  can  give;  but  if  you  will  let  me  know 
what  information  you  would  like  to  have  in  regard  to  the 
Gulp  family  to  enable  you  to  more  fully  complete  said  history, 
I  will  freely  contribute  all  I  can  to  help  you  on  in  the  enter- 
prise. 

My  fore-parents  on  father's  side  (Gulps)  were  of  German, 
and  on  mother's  side  (James)  were  Welsh.  My  grandfather, 
George  Gulp,  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  and  was  a  Penn- 
syh'anian,  but  what  part  I  do  not  know.  He  and  his  brother, 
John  Gulp,  who  was  younger  than  grandfather,  settled  in 
Montgomery  county,  Md.,  near  Georgetown,  where  my  father 
was  born,  July  23  1801,  and  when  he  was  about  two  years  of 
age  grandfather  and  his  brother,  John  Gulp,  removed  to 
Hampshire  county,  Va.,  and  bought  a  large  tract  of  land 
from  one  Ned  Emery,  as  he  was  called,  and  both  raised  large 
families,  and  is  known  as  the  Gulp  settlement,  between  the 
north  and  south  branch  of  the  Potomac,  under  Knobly  moun- 
tain, a  nice  valley. 

I  have  no  record  of  our  ancestors  outside  of  my  father's 
family,  but  I  presume  they  can  be  got  by  some  effort.  I  can 
nearly  give  my  grandfather's  age  by  recalling  facts.  I  was 
born  in  Hampshire  county,  Va.,  May  8,  1826.  My  father, 
with  his  family,  moved  to  then  Wood  county,  Va.,  but  now 
Ritchie,  in  a  four-horse  wagon,  in  the  Fall  of  1837  ;  and  when 
I  was  twenty  one  years  of  age,  and  in  June  same  year,  I  went 
back  to  my  birthplace,  Hampshire  county,  on  a  visit,  and  re- 
mained there  until  Fall,  when  I  returned  home;  and  about 
the  time  I  started  I  went  to  see  grandfather,  who  lived  about 
ten  or  fifteen  miles  above  Gumberland,  Md.,  on  the  north 
branch  of  the  Potomac.  Grandmother  (his  wife)  was  then  on 
her  death-bed,  and  died  in  a  short  time  after  that.  Grand- 
father had  been  blind  about  eight  years,  and  as  he  had  no 
family  left  to  look  after  him  or  his  interests,  he  requested  me 
to  ask  father  if  he  would  come  down  in  the  Spring  (the  fol- 
lowing) and  take  him  and  a  daughter,  who  was  an  imbecile, 
out  to  our  home  and  take  care  of  them  the  balance  of  tKeir 
lives,  and  as  grandfather  was  well-to-do,  he  made  ample  pro- 
vision for  their  maintenance,  and  made  a  will  to  that  effect. 
That  Winter  I  was  going  to  school,  away  from  home,  and  (in 
March  I  think  it  was)  father  sent  me  word  that  he  would  like 
me  to  leave  school  and  come  home,  that  he  would  like  for  me 
to  go  over  the  mountain  after  grandfather  and  Aunt  Hittie 
with  him.     So  we  started  a-horse-back,  intending  to   buy  a 
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carriage  when  we  got  down  there  to  bring  them  with,  which 
we  did  ;  but  the  last  day's  ride,  before  we  got  to  the  place, 
and  while  we  were  feeding  our  horses  and  eating  dinner,  we 
heard  that  grandfather  was  dead  and  buried.  That  was  in 
March,  and  the  8th  of  May,  same  year,  I  was  twenty-two 
years  old,  and  when  grandfather  died  he  was  eighty-six  years 
of  age,  so  when  he  died  was  either  in  February  or  March, 
1848.  This  is  about  all  the  way  I  have  of  approximating 
grandfather's  age,  which  I  think  is  about  correct.  You  can 
make  the  calculation  and  find  about  his  true  age. 

I  hav^e  met  a  great  many  Gulps  in  my  travels,  but  have 
never  been  able  to  fi.x  relationship  ;  but  nearly  all  have  a 
fcimily  resemblance.  There  are  quite  a  family  of  the  Gulps  in 
the  eastern  part  of  this  State ;  some  in  Jackson  county,  at 
Jackson  Court  House;  and  at  Veva,  Ind.,  same  family.  They 
are  all  Pennsylvanians.  I  have  met  them  and  corresponded 
with  them.  In  1872  I  met  some  of  them  near  Jackson  Gourt 
House,  O.  One  old  fellow,  I  think  b\'  the  name  of  Dillman 
Gulp  ;  one,  I  tliink,  Gornelius.  They  were  old  settlers  in  that 
country.  I  meet  others  who  spell  their  names  Kolb,  Kulp, 
Kolp,  &c.  One,  Samuel  L.  Kolp,  was  Probate  Judge  of 
Darke  county,  O.,  for  a  number  of  )-ears  ;  a  Pennsylvanian  ; 
he  is  dead  now. 

I  have  been  living  at  this  place  since  I  85  i.  Was  brought 
up  on  a  farm,  ns  most  of  the  Gulps  were.  I  am  now,  and  have 
been  for  a  number  of  years,  engaged  in  the  real  estate  and 
general  insurance  business. 

Will  be  pleased  to  hear  from  you  if  convenient,  and  an)^ 
information  I  can  give  you  will  be  cheerfully  furnished. 

Pardon  me  for  m\-  long,  scattering  letter  for  an  introduc- 
tion.

*  Dear  Sir: — Your  two  letters  regarding  the  history  of 
the  Gulp  family  was  duly  received,  but  I  cannot  give  you 
very  much  information  about  them,  as  I  have  not  been  able 
to  find  the  old  family  Bible.  I  understood  it  was  in  Findlay, 
O..  with  some  of  the  Gulps  there,  and  I  wrote  to  them,  but 
have  not  received  any  answer  to  my  letter,  and  so  I  shall  not 
wait  any  longer,  but  send  you  what  I  know  about  the  Gulps 
of  this  place.     The)-  are  the  descendants  of  Ghristian   Gulp, 
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who  was  born  September  12,  1790,  in  New  York  State,  I 
think.  His  father's  name  was  Henry  Gulp,  and  the  names  of 
his  brothers  and  sisters  were  Jacob,  David,  Benona,  Mary, . 
SaUie  and  Hannah.  Christian  Gulp  came  to  Ohio  when  a 
young  man,  and  in  1835  he  purchased  seven  hundred  acres  of 
land  in  Huron  county,  embracing  almost  the  whole  site  of 
Plymouth.  He  established  here  a  grist-mill  and  a  carding- 
mill,  both  of  which  he  carried  o!i  in  conjunction  with  his  farm. 
The  6th  of  February,  1 791,  he  married  Eleanor  Burton,  a 
descendant  of  Scotch  pioneers,  and  the  following  children 
were  born  to  them :  John,  Henry,  Jacob,  Isaac,  Graham, 
Benona,  Polly  and  Dolly.  Christian  Gulp  died  in  1849,  at 
the  age  of  fifty-nine.  His  wife  survived  him  twenty-five  years. 
Of  their  children  only  one  is  now  living,  Mrs.  Polly  Sherman, 
widow  of  P^dward  Sherman.  She  has  two  children,  Mrs. 
Elizabeth  Pleming  and  Mr.  Jacob  Sherman,  who  both  reside 
in  Pl)'mouth. 

John  Gulp  had  four  sons,  two  of  whom,  Gharles  and  P2d- 
ward,  with  their  mother,  are  living  in  Salina,  Kansas. 

Plenry  Gulp  had  four  sons  and  three  daughters,  Abijah, 
Sherman,  Burton,  Benona  (Dora  and  Nora,  deceased),  and 
Lizzie.  His  widow  and  all  of  the  children  (with  the  exception 
of  Abijah,  who  lives  in  Tiffin),  are  residents  of  Plymouth  and 
vicinity. 

Graham  Gulp  left  a  widow  and  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Dolly 
Nelson,  of  Chicago,  111. 

Jacob  Gulp  had  six  children,  three  of  whom  arc  now 
living,  with  their  mother,  in  Mansfield,  O.,  Mrs.  Wallace  Mc- 
Gormick,  Mrs.  Harry  Kissane  and  Mr.  John  Gulp. 

Isaac,  Benona  and  Dolly  Gulp  left  no  children. 

My  husband,  Sherman  Gulp,  is  the  second  son  of  Henry 
Gulp,  who  was  the  second  son  of  Christian  Gulp.  He  is  a 
rising  young  lawyer,  and  too  busy  to  attend  to  this  matter, 
and  so  I  am  taking  it  off  of  his  hands.  He  wishes  me  to  say 
to  }'ou  that  he  would  like  one  of  the  books  when  they  are 
out.  I  hope  this  will  not  be  too  late  for  publication,  as  we 
would  like  to  see  this  branch  of  the  Gulp  family  represented 
in  the  history.  I  am  very  sorry  that  I  could  not  answer 
your  letters  before,  but  I  was  waiting  to  hear  from  the  family 
Bible,  but  as  they  did  not  even  answer  my  letters,  I  thought 
best  not  to  keep  you  waiting  any  longer.

Dear  Sir  : — My  father  writes  me  that  he  visited  my 
great-grandfather's  grave  a  few  days  ago,  and  the  inscription 
on  his  tomb  gives  his  death  the  29th  day  of  October,  18 19; 
age  at  death,  seventy-eight  years  ;  thus,  you  see,  he  was  born 
about  1740,  or  '41,  and  would  have  been  about  thirty-six 
years  old  at  commencement  of  Revolution  in  1776.  Is  it  not 
possible  that  Ben  Kolb,  my  great-grandfather,  was  the  soldier 
in  the  Revolution,  referred  to  in  yours  of  the  15th  inst. ;  and, 
too,  it  seems  plausible  that  Peter  and  John  were  brothers  of 
his  ;  at  any  rate,  he  had  brothers  of  the  same  names.

Dear  Sir  : — I  know  almost  nothing  about  my  Kolb 
ancestry,  and  have  been  disappointed  in  obtaining  from  my 
father  as  I  expected  I  would.  Father  writes  me :  "Of  my 
grandfather  I  know  too  little  to  write  at  length.  They  con- 
sisted of  four  brothers,  and,  I  think,  three  or  four  sisters. 
Boys'  names  were  Ben,  Peter,  John  and  Augusteen.  The 
girls'  names  were  Barbara,  Margaret,  Katy,  and  I  think  there 
was  one  more,  but  I  am  not  certain.  They  were  here  in  the 
days  of  the  Revolution.  Barbara  was  scalped  by  the  Indians 
during  the  war,  within  three  hundred  yards  of  where  I  now 
live.  There  was  a  Col.  Gulp  killed  in  the  lower  counties  of 
this  State  in  the  Revolution,  who  my  father  told  me  was  a 
relative,  but  I  don't  know  how  close  a  kin  he  was.  When 
grandfather  Kolb  first  came  to  America  he  first  stopped  about 
Albany,  New  York.  Grandfather  Kolb's  old  staff  is  still  in 
the  family  with  his  name  cut  on  it — Ben  Kolb.  I  don't  know 
when  they  first  came  to  America,  but  they  were  here  in  '"j^, 
and  I  think  grandfather  was  rather  an  old  man  at  that  time."

Fve  been  unable  to  collect  information  of  further 
interest  to  you.  After  investigating,  I  find  the  John  Kolb, 
referred  to  in  my  last,  emigrated  to  this  State  in  1760.  I 
further  find  in  Secretary  of  States  office,  Casper  Kolb  was 
granted  lands  in  this  State  in  1754.  Between  1730  and  1785 
there  are  four  Kolb  names  on  record  in  Secretary  of  States 
office,  N.  C,  and  they  are  Casper,  Augustine  (brother  of  my 
great-grandfather),  Silas  and  Herman.

I  have  heard  my  grandfather,  George  Culp,  tell  of  him 
and  his  brother,  John  Culp,  coming  to  America  when  boys, 
about  1750,  or  it  may  have  been  as  early  as  1745,  and,  it 
seems  to  me,  that  he  spoke  of  three  brothers  of  them.  John 
and  George  settled  near  New  York  city,  and  the  other  (if 
there  was  a  third)  going  to  South  Carolina.  John  and 
George,  after  growing  up  and  having  small  families,  moved 
from  New  York  to  near  Rockville,  Montgomery  county, 
Md.,  and  after  living  there  for  a  number  of  years  sold  the 
property  and  moved  to  Hampshire  county,  Va.,  where  they 
bought  a  large  tract  of  land  called  "  Fmmerson's  Survey."

George  Kulp  and  Balzer  Kulp,  two  brothers,  came  to 
Pennsylvania  from  Germany  in  time  to  vote  for  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  Balzer  Kulp 
first  lived  in  Somerset  county,  Pennsylvania.  In  1840  he 
removed  to  Jefferson  county,  Ohio,  where,  a  little  later,  he 
died  in  the  ninety-sixth  year  of  his  age.  He  was  quite  a 
scholarly  man  in -tastes  and  acquirements.  His  sons  were 
George,  John  and  Adam,  all  now  dead. 

Adam  Kulp  was  twice  married  ;  first  to  Nanc)-  Wright ; 
on  her  decease  to  Sarah  Alford.  From  the  two  marriages 
eleven  children  grew  to  manhood  and  womanhood ;  one, 
Samuel  Kulp,  was  the  father  of  A.  J.  Kulp,  a  clergyman,  at 
Winchenden,  Massachusetts.  He  states  that  his  great-grand- 
father, Balzer  Kulp,  spelled  his  name  with  a  K,  but  his  child- 
ren, for  some  unaccountable  reason,  changed  this  to  C,  and 
wrote  Gulp.  Of  the  other  brother,  George,  we  have  no 
account.

Martin  Kolb,  Jacob  Kolb,  Henry  Kolb  and  Johannes 
Kolb  came  from  the  Palatinate  (Pfalz),  from  Wolfsheim  and 
Manheim  in  1707,  and  settled  at  Germantown,  Philadelphia. 
Their  brother,  Dielman  Kolb,  came  August  10,  17 17.  Rec- 
ords show  that  he  purchased  land  in  1721,  recorded  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pa. 

I  have  endeavored  to  trace  the  records  of  the  above 
named  families  down  to  the  present  time.  There  are  many 
by  the  name  of  Kolb  who  came  later,  and  it  is  not  known 
whether  there  is  any  connection.  Neither  do  I  find  that  any 
by  the  name  of  Kulp,  or  Gulp,  ever  came  over,  but  all  Kolb 
records  \v\\l  show  that  a  number  of  Kolbs  came  and  settled 
in  different  parts  of  the  State,  of  whom  1  will  give  a  list,  as 
far  as  I  was  able  to  find,  viz. :
